147 acres for $2.2 million 
Archdiocese offers to sell 
land to Oakton for campus

The Chicago Catholic Archdiocese has 


offered to sell 147 acres to Oakton Com- 
munity College for a permanent campus 
at a cost ol about $2.2 million. 


John Plillbln. executive director of Chi- 


cago Catholic Cemeteries, said Wednes- 
day tho Archdiocese will sell the proper- 
ty, located along the DCS Plaines River 
between Golf and Central roads, for 
$15,000 an acre. Phllbln said the price 
matches appraisals made on tho proper- 
ty for Oakton. 


Paul Gllson, chairman of the site and 


facilities committee of the Oakton Board 
of Trustees, said the offer will probably 
come before the board at its meeting 
Tuesday night. 


OAKTON ALSO IS negotiating for 23 


acres of land adjoining the archdiocese 
property. The 23-acro portion is owned 


by the Sisters of the Holy Family, a 
Catholic Order which operates Holy Fami- 
ly Hospital In DCS Plaines. Gllson said 
Oakton has conducted separate negotia- 
tions with the Sisters of the Holy Family 
and no agreement on price has been 
reached. 


Phllbln said the paperwork Involved in 


selling the Archdiocese land to Oakton 
has just begun. Negotiations between 
Phllbln and Neil King, real estate con- 
sultant for Oakton, have been going on 
for several months. Wednesday was the 
first time cither side has announced a 
prlco and according to Phllbln, "The 
thing Is wrapped up for all practical pur- 
poses." 


Oakton officials hope to complete a 


master plan for the 170-acre campus by 
November this year. Architects hope to 
begin construction next spring and open 
tho buildings by the fall of 1077. Oakton 


has already received state approval of 
tho site. The state pays up to 75 per cent 
of the cost of community college con- 
struction and the remainder comes from 
local taxes. 


OAKTON HAS BEEN operating out of 


leased facilities at 7900 N. Nagle Ave., 
Morton Grove, since It opened in 1970. 


The college has failed In two attempts 


to acquire a permanent campus since 
then. It attempted to purchase Maryhlll 
Cemetery in Nilcs from the Chicago 
Catholic Archdiocese in 1971 but the 
Archdiocese refused to sell and the col- 
lege dropped the plan after several citi- 
zens from the area voiced opposition to 
the campus. 


Oakton also dropped plans to purchase 


a campus along Beckwlth Road in Mor- 
ton Grove in 1972 when residents of the 
area said they did not want the college 
located there.

'Students must not be abused? 
Schools revise policy 
on collective bargaining

Tho East Maine Dlst. 63 Board of Edu- 


cation approved a revised policy prohib- 
iting teachers and board members from 
Involving students in collective bargain- 
Ing disputes. 


The policy — approved by tho board at 


Tuesday night's regular meeting — was 
p a r t of an out-of-court settlement 
reached on a lawsuit filed by teacher 
union leaders against Dlst. 63 school offi- 
cials. 


Seven officials of tho East Maine Edu- 


cation Assn. filed suit against the board 
in March for allegedly violating their civ- 
il rights during and after lost fall's con- 


tract dispute. The suit was aimed at a 
board policy prohibiting teachers from 
wearing buttons referring to negotiations 
during class hours. 


In addition to revising the button pol- 


icy, the board agreed to remove letters 
of reprimand from the files of teachers 
who wore buttons during the contract 
dispute. 


ALTHOUGH THE CASE was dismissed 


Juno 27 by U.S. District Court Judge 
Abraham Lincoln Marovltz, EMEA and 
school board representatives withheld de- 
tails of the agreement until a joint state- 
ment could be issued. According to the

Boundaries may be altered 
to prevent school overflow

Boundaries for John Jay School in 


Mount Prospect may be gerrymandered 
to send some children from new and 
planned apartment complexes to Des 
Plaines schools. 


A boundary change is the most feasible 


solution to having from 100 to 200 new 
students attend already overcrowded Jay 
school, the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
boundary committee decided Tuesday 
night. The committee eliminated other 
alternatives, which included buying mo- 
bile classrooms, building an addition to 
Jay, holding split shifts at Jay or busing 


one grade level to empty space in anoth- 
er school. 


The boundary change, proposed by 


committee secretary Jan Schulz, calls 
for an estimated 85 children from three 
apartment complexes along Busse Road 
to be bused to Brentwood School in Des 
Plaines. These complexes, none of which 
are built yet, are Crystal Towers, Forest 
Cove and Laurel Estates. 


MRS. SCHULZ also proposed that the 


estimated 69 children from a planned 
townhouse development at 111. Rte. 58, 
west of Briarwood, be bused to Robert

plan may aid 
new road link

Tentative plans to build two new apart- 


ment buildings in the River Street and 
Mill Street area probably will prompt 
Des Plaines officials to expedite plans 
for a new road to connect both streets. 


The city Is reviewing plans by Harmo- 


ny Builders for a six-story condominium 
on a tract of land at the east end of Mill 
Street on property owned by Barney 
Franzen. 


A portion of the land has been consid- 


ered an optional site for a connector road 
between Mill and River streets. The city 
has been planning the connector for 
some time as a part of the proposed Riv- 
er Road overpass at Miner Street to ease 
traffic congestion in the area. 


THE FOREST PRESERVE District 


recently refused to allow the city to use 
its land for the connector road and the 
city is now forced to seek an alternate 
route over private property. In addition 
to the plans for the apartment buildings 
on the Franzen property, another hous- 
ing development is being proposed on 
land owned by Robert Dooley and sev- 
eral other persons in the area. 


Development of that land could mean 


demolition or removal of several historic 
buildings on the property. Local resi- 
dents and members of the Des Plaines 
Historical Society have made several un- 
successful efforts to relocate or take over 
the Socrates-Rand Mill and the former 
home of Dr. Clarence Earle. Both struc- 
tures arc believed to be more than 100 
years old. 


DEVELOPERS OF THE proposed 


projects have met with city officials to 
discuss their plans. But plans for the 
condominium on the Dooley property, 
which could be a 12-story building, are in 
the very formative stages at this time. 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel said Wednes- 


day he did not think the city would issue 
building permits for any additional de- 
velopment in the area until some deci- 
sion on the connector road is finalized. 


If the proposed overpass is built, Mill 


Street traffic would not be able to exit 
onto River Road. The city is planning the 
connector road so that traffic from Mill 
Street can travel to River Street and 
then onto River Road. Residents in the 
area have objected to the proposed River 
Road overpass claiming it would lower 
their property values and cause traffic 
congestion.

Steil said Colonial Tree Care Co., Arling- 
ton Heights, will spray the trees in the 
area with malathion to help control the 
tree disease. The project will begin im- 
mediately. 


Cottony maple scale infecting trees throughout area 


Cottony maple scale looks like popcorn hanging on the tree.

Cottony maple scale, an insect that 


feeds on leaf tissue, has Infected trees 
throughout the Northwest suburbs in one 
of the worst attacks by the insect In 
years. 


The insect, which usually feeds on sil- 


ver and red maples, has been seen on all 
types of trees in the area, public works 
crews said. Roscoe Randall, entomologist 
for the University of Illinois, said this 
year's cottony maple scale is the worst 
he has seen in nine years. 


While the scale rarely kills trees, it 


does kill branches, libs and twigs, said 
Jim Flzzell, horticulturist for the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. Besides maples, honey locusts 
are also susceptible, he said. 


"It's been building up for three or four 


years now and it's pretty bad," he said. 
"I can't ever recall it being this bad." 


MOST REPORTS OF the scale have 


come from the Chicago area, Randall 
said. While most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs report widespread cases of the In- 
sect, Hoffman Estates officials said it 
has not been too bad there. 


"It could be that there are natural pre- 


dators of the scale out in the area be- 
cause it is still relatively open," said Fiz- 
zell. "There are still a lot of fields out 
there." He said the scale can be con- 
trolled naturally by bacteria and certain 
insects, including wasps. 


Late June and July are the peak sea- 


son for the scale, he said. The disease is 
easily recognized by popcorn-like co- 
coons hanging on tree branches. 


DAMAGE DONE by the scale comes 


when the insect crawls to the leaves and 
feeds on nutrients essential to the life of 
the tree. The insect also secretes a sub- 
stance called honeydew which drips onto 
branches and foilage of infected trees as 
well as onto sidewalks and cars below. A 
sooty mold that sometimes grows in the 
honeydew causes branches and foliage to 
appear black. In the fall, after the scales 
mate, the female crawls back into its co- 
coon for the winter. 


Fizzel said the scale itself does not 


move from tree to tree, but is often car- 
ried on the feet of birds.

Richard Martwick's office will meet with 
Northwest Education Cooperative offi- 
cials Friday to discuss charges of im- 
proper operation of the Dwyer School for 
emotionally disturbed children. 


The two sides agreed to get togetherTn 


a closed meeting in the NEC adminis- 
tration building after NEC officials re- 
fused to attend a meeting Martwick 
planned Wednesday In his Chicago office. 


In a letter to Martwick explaining why 


NEC officials refused to attend the meet- 
ing, NEC attorney Allyn Franke charged 
that Martwick's handling of the charges 
against Dwyer Indicate "that you have no 
Interest in developing relevant Informa- 
tion at the source but rather that your 
interest is to maximize your political ex- 
posure." 


IN A LETTER replying to Franke, 


Martwick called the NEC response "un- 
fortunate," and said the charge that he 
is seeking political exposure in the in- 
vestigation Is "Insulting." 


"Had we wanted exposure for political 


purposes, we long since could have an- 
nounced publicly the allegations and the 
fact that we are Instituting a probe," 
Martwick said. 


In explaining the change in meeting 


plans, an official from Martwick's office 
said, "We're taking the position that It Is 
our job to serve the community and so 
we will come out there." 


Officials in Martwick's office also said 


that if they are not satisfied with the out- 
come of Friday's meeting they will hold 
a public meeting on the charges at Kirk 
Center in Palatine next Wednesday. 


EDITH FREUND, NEC governing 


board chairman who earlier said she 
would be glad to meet with Martwick in 
the Northwest suburbs, said, "I think 
this (the Friday meeting) is a sensible 
thing to do at this point to try to get 
answers." She said she and NEC admin- 
istrators will attend the Friday meeting.

IN HIS LETTER to Martwick, Franko 


said, "The administration of the North- 
west Education Cooperative welcomes 
review procedures. Its programs are out- 
standing and evaluation is long over- 
due." 


In addition, Franke said that Mart- 


wick's letter telling NEC officials to at- 
tend the Wednesday meeting "consti- 
tutes, in our opinion, an implied threat." 


He added, "Such implication is con- 


sistent with the attitudes adopted by your 
office for the past few days. By inference 
and innuendo your office has referred to 
'very scnous allegations' in connection 
\\ith the operation of the Northwest Edu- 
cation Cooperative. However, notwith- 
standing particular requests that your 
threats and accusations be specified in 
writing, your office has refused lo make

school, with junior high school programs 
housed last year at Recreation Park in 
Arlington Heights rather than at Dwyer 
School.

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Police nab extortionist-killer 


MIAMI (UPI) - A bearded extortionist took at least 550,000 


from a wealthy industrialist and his wife Wednesday and then 
slaughtered them with a burst of rifle fire before police 
trnppctl him in a jungle-like thicket and overwhelmed him 
with gas. The suspect, identified as 23-year-old Thomas 
Knight. was found "burrowed in tho mud" by a team of flak- 
vested sheriff's deputies who swept through the area after it 
had been fogged with pepper gas. Police said the victims 
were Sydney Cans, the C>4-year-old owner of a local paper 
company, and his wife. Lillian. They were shot to death in 
their car. which the suspect abandoned before fleeing into the 
densely vegetated area in southwest Dade County. 


Tough strip mining bill backed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House Wednesday concluded 


Initial debate on federal strip mining legislation, opening the 
way for tin anticipated close fight on substituting a coal in- 
dustry-backed measure for a stronger committee-approved 
bill. Mniiiigcrs of the bill indicated House action would extend 
over lo next week. The Senate passed its version of the legis- 
lation last year. Rep. Morris K. Udall. D-Ariz., told the House 
millions of acres of land and 10,000 miles of fishing streams 
have been destroyed by surface mining. "If we arc not wise 
enough to stop this ravage of our land and streams, then we 
deserve the contempt of every generation that follows," Udall 
said. 


Reinecke attorneys ask dismissal 


Defense attorneys Immediately asked Wednesday for dis- 


missal of perjury charges against California Lt. Gov. Ed Rol- 
neckc after a congressional stenographer gave surprise testi- 
mony that the trial evidence included Incorrect Senate com- 
mittee transcripts. Rclncckc's lawyer, James E. Cox, 
promptly called for dismissal. Judge Harrington Parker did 
not rule Immediately but ordered the Jury out and sharply 
criticized government lawyers for falling to catch the mis- 
take.

Communists attack buses 


Communist troops attacked buses on South Vietnam's two

Turks threaten invasion of Cyprus

Turkey massed troops, tanks, artillery 


and landing ships on its southern coast 
Wednesday within 50 miles of Cyprus for 
a possible invasion of the revolt-torn is- 
land to protect the Turkish minority 
there.

The 
coup leaders also lifted the curfew for 
eight daylight hours, and Radio Nicosia 
announced that "Turkish Cypriote have 
nothing to fear." All Cypriots were or- 
dered to turn in their guns. 


Turkey's parliament was scheduled to 


go Into emergency session Wednesday to 
vote on authorizing an invasion of 
Cyprus. 


In Athens, U. S. Ambassador Henry J. 


Tasca told Greek Foreign Minister Con- 
stantino Kypraios the United States op- 
poses any violation of Cyprus' sover- 
eignty. The military junta which rules 
Greece has taken the line that it had 
nothing to do with the uprising. 


In Brussels, the Western allies stepped 


up the pressure on Greece to roll back 
the Cyprus coup before the crisis ex- 
plodes into a war between Greece and 
Turkey that would shatter the southern 
flank of the North Atlantic alliance.

Bomb rips 
famed Tower 


of London 


LONDON (UPI) - A bomb, possibly 


planted by IRA terrorists, exploded in 
t h e 900-year-old Tower 
of London 


Wednesday, hurling broken glass and 
masonry into crowds of children and 
their parents jamming the city's most 
popular tourist sight. 


At least 3.1 persons — more than half of 


them children — were Injured In the ex- 
plosion, several of them in critical condi- 
tion with crushed arms and legs. Detec- 
tives sifting through the debris found the 
severed foot of a small child. 


Police said most of the Injured were 


German and Danish. 


The explosion sent hundreds of Ameri- 


can and other foreign tourists fleeing 
from the moated stone fortress. A few 
were crying but there was no panic. 


The bomb, the second to explode with- 


out warning in London Wednesday, 
might have been the work of the Irish 
Republican Army, police said, but there 
was no proof. PolLse said the bombings 
had some of the hallmarks of othr IRA 
attacks that have killed 12 persons and 
wounded 115 others in England since De- 
cember.

It's the only place to put garbage. My 


beat up, broken garbage cans have their 
own special place In my alley and I can't 
imagine setting them out in front of the 
house — right there In full view of the 
neighbors — once n week. Tills way the 
garbage is well hidden In a place where 
garbage pickers have a bit of privacy in 
which to select. 


AN ALLEY Is a place to learn to ride a 


bike, a place to build a ramp so you can 
ride your Dig Wheel up and over, a place 
to play hide and seek, or have long, se- 
cret discussions with best friends. 


I have a neighbor who forbids activity 


on her blades of green. Her kids actually 
walk down a sidewalk to get to the street 
and go to the park to play anything that 
necessitates running around.

"teachers and board members shall not 
discuss with or Involve students In collec- 
tive bnrg.tlnins! disputes between the 
bn.ird of education and themselves dur- 
inc any part of the school dny or .school 
activity and shall not discuss such dis- 
putes with students or In their presence." 


JEHOME HoniUNS, Dist. 63 board at- 


torney, said both sides "understood the 
really prime motive" of the policy is that 
students won't be abused. 


"The policy says that no student will 


be used as a focal point for any dispute 
between the staff and board," he said. 
"Disputes of a labor nature belong at the 
bargaining table or outside the build- 
Ing." 


Robbins added that the policy applies 


to teachers discussing negotiations in the 
classroom but also to the board "dis- 
tributing pieces of paper to the students 
saying we're having troubles with tho 
staff."

High Ridge Knolls students now go on to 
Dempster, but students from the other 
two schools go to Friendship Junior High 
School. 


The committee decided to postpone ac- 


tion until next week, after it received in- 
formation from Supt.

Tabatt off environment panel 


After several months of controversy, 


the Des Plaines city council has ousted 
Richard Tabatt from the city's environ- 
mental control commission. 
. - 


The council voted not to reappolnt Ta- 


batt, who had served as chairman of the 
commission for a year, primarily be- 
cause of a number of run-ins he has had 
with Mayor Herbert H. Behrel and sev- 
eral other aldermen. 


The Tabatt-Bchrel feud was sparked 


last March, after some members of the 
commission issued a controversial report 
criticizing tho proposed downtown rede- 
velopment plan. 


BEHREL LABELED the action irre- 


sponsible and almost immediately said 
that he would not reappoint Tabatt for 
another term. 


At Monday's city council session, Beh- 


rel said he had been asked by several 
persons to reappolnt Tabatt. 


"I would not recommend his reappoint- 


ment, but if you people (referring to the 
council) want to reappolnt him, go 
ahead," he said. 


"Frankly I have been disappointed 


with Mr. Tabatt," Behrel added. The 
mayor also said he is having trouble 
finding people to serve on the nine-mem- 
ber panel hinting the controversy has 
caused people to shy away from the 
group. 
* 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, also was criti- 


cal of Tabatt because the commission 
had not taken up the issues of air and 
noise pollution caused by O'Hnre Inter- 
national Airport and the proposed Metro- 
politan Sanitary District (MSD) plant. 


TABATT WAS not available for com- 


ment after the city council's action. He 
earlier stated that a commission study of 
the airport and MSD problems would be 
a duplication of efforts that'have been 
made by other groups. 


The council did vote to reappoint Mark 


C. Hooney, 1355 Phoenix Dr., to the com- 
mission. Rooney was not one of the com- 
mission members who sided with Tabatt 
over the Supcrblock dispute.

Plan to boost oil 
output proposed 


A program to Increase Illinois oil pro- 


duction by drilling new wells in estab- 
lished oil field areas has been proposed 
by officials of a group known as Energy 
Resources Co. of Chicago. 


The company said it would drill 200 


wells by the end of this year. 


While the drilling is exploratory, Carl 


F. Pampe, Olney, company geologist, 
said he felt the venture would be 80 per 
cent successful because the drilling 
would be in known oil fields. 


Barry Van Dor Meulcn, executive vice 


president of ERG, snld 7,200 jobs would 
be created in the drilling area of 5,600 
acres located in five southeastern Illinois 
counties including White, Wayne, Ed- 
wwd.s, Crawford ami Jasper. 


Van Dcr Moulcn said drilling would be 


in what is known as the Illinois basin, 
where the company operates nine oil 
fields. The basin extends Into purls of 
Indiana uml Kentucky. Illinois ranks 
ninth in the nation in oil production. 


Drilling Is expected to go beyond .10,000 


feet, but not more than •10,01)0, Pampc 
said. He said geological research of the 
areas where drilling will occur indicate 
as much as three billion barrels of oil 
remain to he found in the basin. (UPI)

She's counting on this 
wntlment to bring out approximately 200 canoeists for the 
council's annual campout ami canoo festival Saturday and 
Sunday. The get-together Is planned as a social event and a 
cleanup effort on the lower Fox River. 


The cleanup is slated for the stretch of the Fox River from 


Yorkvllle to Wetlron. said Mrs. Snarr. Crews will leave at 9:30 
a.m. Saturday from four starting points, hauling junked re- 
frigerators and other debris to collecton areas. A Saturday 
evening program and a recreational cruise along the Fox 
River Sunday ore planned by the council. For details call 863- 
4606. 


"The cleanup program was started five years ago when we 


felt the need for scenic rivers legislation." said Mrs. Snarr 
"What uc canoeists are saying to local people Is, we do care 
about your river." The paddling council has sponsored out- 
ings on the DCS Claim* and other rivers In Illinois. 


The cleanup campaign ako is an effort to gain support for 


scenic rKcrs legislation, said Mrs. Snarr. Scenic rivers bills 
Introduced in the Illinois General Assembly failed to get out 
of committee despite efforts of backers such as State Sen. 
Bradley Glass. R-Northfield, and State Rep. Virginia Macdon- 
aid. R-Arhngton Heights. 


Tt*> Illinois Paddling Council along with the Natural Areas 


Coalition and other groups Is a booster of the scenic rivers 
bills, which would protect a buffer zone along portions of the 
lower Fox. Vcnnillion and other rivers In the state. Down- 
•stato opposition from landowners and mining interests has 
hampered prcxous cfforti to pass the legislation. 


Sen GLiss said a scenic rivers bill could be rcintroduced In 


the General A«embly In 1'JTj. Glass said the downstaters' 
opposition to the scenic rivers concept Is based on the belief 
that they were not consulted by supporters of the measures. 


Enactment of tho legislation will depend on an understanding 
that riverfront lands will be preserved for scenic beauty 
through zoning rather than confiscation, he said. 


High ozone readings reported 


High concentrations of ozone In many parts of the state, 


including suburban Cook County, were reported for the post 
xveck by the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency. Gary 
Mclvin, supervisor of the episode unit in the state agency in 
Springfield, said tho readings of .1 to .15 parts per million of 
ozone in the atmosphere at several Illinois locations do not 
represent a danger to most residents. Asthmatics or persons 
with bronchial diseases are cautioned to restrict outdoor ac- 
tivities when high ozone readings occur, he said. The average 
person would be affected by readings in the range of .25 to .3 
parts per million. 


Ozone, an irritating gas, forms when hydrocarbons from 


auto emissions and other sources and nitrogen oxides react 
chemically in the presence of sunlight and little wind. High 
concentration of ozone can affect the respiratory system, 
leading to drowsiness, coughing and eye irritation. 


Mclvin said the state EPA can call for a reduction in auto 


traffic and emissions from industrial sources if dangerous 
concentrations of ozone and other contaminants arc recorded.

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It may have been ono of the most 


amazing scenes since the beginning of 
school board-teachers' union con- 
frontations. 


In fact, for a moment, the scene took 


on an almost "Alice in Wonderland" 
quality. For there was the president of a 
board telling the faculty that, if they 
wanted anything, they should form a 
union. 


The scene took place last week at Har- 


per College In Palatine during a meeting 
between tho college board of trustees and 
tho faculty grievance committee, which 
had asked thnt the board make some 
changes in the grievance procedure to 
make it more effective. 


In the middle of the discussion. Board 


Pros. William Kelly told the faculty, in 
no uncertain terms, that If they did not 
want to go through the college adminis- 
tration to request changes In policy, they 
should save their discussions until they 
havo full-scale negotiations with tho 
board through a union. 


THE SCENE WAS strange because In 


tho past school boards of all kinds have 
resisted faculty unions. The position 
most boards take Is that teachers have 
not needed unions because the boards 
would be responsive and listen to the fac- 
ulty'* reasonable requests without out- 
side Intervention. 


Kelly's stand appears to have reversed 


that traditional position. It looks, in fact, 
like the Harper board is telling Its facul- 
ty tho only way it can get the board to 
listen to faculty proposals for change in 
the Institution Is to form a union and de- 
mand things. (And. of course, any such 
action would carry the Implicit threat of 
a strike If the teachers didn't get their 
way.) 


Faculty members were confused and 


outraged by Kelly's statement. Thomas 
McCabc. a faculty member who has been 
In on salary negotiations In the past, 
pointed out that in those talks the board 
consistently has refused to negotiate 
things such as the grievance procedure, 
class size or other Issues that militant 
unions demand to negotiate. 


McCabc did not say. but he could have 


said, that the faculty at Harper has sev- 
eral times taken votes to see whether 
they wanted to affiliate with a union. 
And they have always voted that proposi- 
tion down. 


McCabe then said It seemed as though 


the board was putting the faculty be- 
tween a "rock and a hard place." by re- 
fusing to discuss with them outside of 
negotiations things that they have also 
refused to negotiate. 


KELLY'S POSITION raises several 


questions — and they arc questions that 
both the Harper board and the commu- 
nity should think about carefully. 


First, is It in the ultimate best interest 


of the college to have the faculty form a 
union and thus to solidify an adversary 
relationship between faculty, adminis- 
tration and board? 


Second. If It h not In Harper's interest, 


who will it help? 


Third, docs the Harper board really, 


seriously, have any Idea what It may be 
getting into by inviting the faculty to 
form a union? 


Let's look at these questions In order. 
• To decide If a faculty union is In the 


college's best Interest, let's look at 
places where there arc unions. The Chi- 
cago City Colleges, for example, have 
been negotiating with the Cook County 
Teaclters Union for years. Relations be- 
tween all sorts of pressure groups nt that 
school arc strained: the colleges have 
been shut down bv strikes frequently. 
The situation Is bitter. 


There are, of course, places where 


boards and teachers with unions get 
along more amicably than in Chicago. 
But In most of those places, even in our 
local elementary and hl«h school dis- 
trlcts. people on l»th sides admit that 
formal negotiations sometimes Inhibit 
communication between the two sides. 


• Who would benefit from a union? 


Faculty members at Harper have a bi- 
zarre theory about who would ultimately 
be helped. They contend that a faculty 
union would effectively result In absolute 
control of the college by the adminis- 
tration, particularly by Harper Pres. 
Robert Lahti. If the faculty Is cut off ab- 
solutely from the board by a union, they 
reason. Lahti's already considerable 
power would be Increased. 


It Is hard to see how this would hap- 


pen, unless you realize that the position 
tho Harper administration usually takes 
Is that the board, even though thcv arc 
elected by tho voters, Is generally In- 
competent to make any educational deci- 
sions. Harper board members frequently 
have told me with great conviction that 
they have to rely on the administration 
because they are only "laymen." If they 
were involved In bitter, divisive union no-

benefit of union bargaining? 


None of the discussion above addresses 


Itself to the merits of the faculty's pro- 
posals on the grievance procedures, 
which included a request that binding ar- 
bitration be put In the procedure. I sus- 
pect that under no circumstances should . 
the board allow binding arbitration, but I 
also suspect that they could have worked 
out something that would have addressed 
the faculty's concerns — if they had 
wanted to. 


But instead, the Harper board seems to 


want a union. And now that Is a question 
that everyone will have to examine care- 
fully.

Gene McCarthy still refreshing...

It is refreshing to meet a politician, 


especially one who has been in the na- 
tional spotlight, who doesn't take him- 
self too seriously. 


Such is former Sen. Eugene J. 


McCarthy, 58-year-old veteran of 24 
years in the U.S. Congress and the man 
who, probably more than anyone <^lsc, 
forced President Lyndon Johnson to fore- 
go a try for reelection and Injected life 
into the movement for peace in Vietnam. 


A soft-spoken 
and 
amiable man, 


McCarthy is accustomed, as any man 
who once made a serious bid for the na- 
tion's highest office, to addressing weigh- 
ty topics. 


But pushing at the surface of all his 


replies is a twinge of humor which says, 
"The universe will not collapse if I say 
the wrong thing." He speaks with a 
straight face; the smile shows only in his 
eyes. 


Will he run again for president? It's 


hard to stop running, once you've start- 
ed, he says. "There ore always 11 people 


around to tell you the country needs 
you." 


Should the U.S. establish formal diplo- 


matic relations with Red China? "Well, 


we recognize them in New York (in the 
United Nations), but ue don't recognize 
them in Washington. Maybe we could 
meet them halfway and recognize them 
in Baltimore." 


Should President Nixon be impeached? 


The Constitution says a president may be 
impeached for liigh crimes and mis- 
demeanors; Nixon soems to be guilty of 
something in between. "I suppose you 
could just call them felonies." 


He is neither flip nor frivolous. Indeed, 


he demonstrates a genuine concern for 
the office which he sought in 1968, and 
may seek again. 


It must be restored, says McCarthy, to 


the constitutional boundaries which he 
believes that Johnson and Nixon have 
bent out of shape. 


McCarthy espouses a strong and asser- 


tive Congress and an executive who can- 
not — or, at the least, will not — employ 
the agencies of government for his own 
purposes 


What McCarthy says of political candi- 


dates — and the self-estimate that comes 
through in his conversation — is that the 


office is far more important than the 
man that occupies it. 


"We should not just ask a candidate 


where he stands on the issues. We should 
ask him, 'What should be the role of the 
House? What is the role of the Senate in 
foreign policy?'" 


It is the fault of the Congress, and the 


people too, that the presidency has been 
abused by men who consider it a person- 
al power, says McCarthy. 


Perhaps it is his lack of self-aggran- 


dizement which accounts for McCarthy's 
inability to carry off the 1968 Democratic 
nomination for president after instigating 
Johnson's fall. 


Perhaps it will also preclude his emer- 


gence at the head of a pack of White 
House seekers in 1976. McCarthy is re- 
ferred 
to, sometimes 
affectionately, 


sometimes scornfully, as "the poet-lau- 
reate of the Democratic Party." 


Poets are not noted for their successes 


in political infighting. Still, it would be 
refreshing to have someone in the White 
House who acknowledges that it is just a 
temporary residence.

... 'elevated' Mills challenged

WASHINGTON — In 36 years as a con- 


gressman, Wilbur Mills has grown accus- 
tomed to homage. 


As chairman of the puissant House 


Ways and Means Committee, he expects 
and receives deference from colleagues 
and presidents; as a tireless and effec- 
tive legislator, he is handled gingerly by 
the media. As an awesome political po- 
tentate in his home district (Arkansas' 
Second) he has not, in 18 terms, suffered 
opposition in a general election. 


Now, maybe the times are changing. A 


30-year-old Little Rock divorcee named 
Judy Petty has decided to aim her Re- 
publican hatpin at the Mills' balloon this 
November, and she is trying to pop all 
kinds of hell. 


Charging Mills with everything from 


arrogance to abuse of power, Petty says 
the man Is too old, too insulated, too pos- 
sessive and perhaps even too powerful to 
be returned to office. 


Says she rapidly, by telephone: "I am 


amazed at tho power Wilbur Mills has 
over so many people in our democracy. 
Lot me cite just one example. In 1972, 
when he made his embarrassing run for 
president and finished somewhere in the 
miscellany column, there were all sorts 
of rumors about the Illegality of somo of 
his campaign contributions. Since then, 
the Illegalities have been proven. 


"But to this day, Mills has not person- 


ally commented on the subject. He even 
refuses to divulge his campaign contribu- 
tions prior to April 7 of that year (when 
a law was passed forcing contribution 
disclosure). How about that? We hound 
Nixon to death about his campaign prob- 
lems, but Mills, who in my opinion is 
more powerful than Nixon, is let off with- 
out even a second look." 


According to Arkansas veterans, the 


lady is not yet causing any explosions in 
the political hardrock. Mills himself, 


says a Democrat, "probably doesn't even 
know her name." But if votes are given 
for reflective pause, her autumn tolly 
may surprise. 


She has a point which, post-Watergate, 


should be clear: as James Otis said in 
1762, "The more elevated the person who 
errs, ,the stronger is the obligation to re- 
fute him." 


To be sure, Mills is highly elevated. As 


Ways and Means Committee chairman, 
he has the absolute last word on such 
matters as taxes, trade quotas, tariffs 
and welfare. Usually, it appears, he has 
carried the responsibility with honor.

Sometimes, it's clear lie has not. 


In 1972 he was given (and kept) $6,000 


by 10 breweries obviously interested in 
the fact the Mills committee has respon- 
sibility for determining the federal ex- 
cise tax on beer. That same year he was 
given (but returned) $15,000 by Gulf Oil, 
a company ever cognizant of Mills' pow- 
er over tax loopholes. 


Truly, his 1972 campaign chest was 


filled with suspicious money (the milk in- 
dustry reportedly paid for some of Mills' 
office space), but the congressman's only 
response has been a shrug. His top aide, 
Gene Goss, says today with a resentful 
sigh that "Mr. Mills never received one 
penny himself — the money was collect- 
ed by various committees. I don't know 
why the committees don't divulge. You 
have to ask them." 


Despite the audacity of the Mills' eva- 


sion, it has worked. The man and bis 
methods are rarely questioned. "I think 
he has plenty to hide," says Judy Petty, 
"but no one stands up to him. He's like a 
lot of old-time congressional incumbents. 
He acts like the office is his, not the 
people's, and he spends his time accumu- 
lating the influence to make sure it is his 
and not the people's." 


Again, though obviously grinding her 


own ax, the Little Rock lady makes 
sense. Congress too often has become 
bastion for the mighty. The founding fa- 
thers never intended such; indeed, they 
felt the House especially, with its two- 
year term, would turn over regularly 
with changing public opinion. 


Yet, witness Mills, 38 years to now 


without opposition. It hasn't worked out 
that way. And regrettably, this says less 
about Mills than of the rest of us.

The 
novitiate would be converted Into a non- 
' profit permanent home for retarded 


adults from Palntlnc. Wheeling, Elk 
Grove and Schaumburg townships.

According to a survey taken by tho 


committee. 113 retarded adults at least 
1« years old could move Immediately 


' Into tho facility. Forty would come to the 


facility from Lincoln and Dlxon state 
schools In central Illinois. Another 120 
would need tho home sometime In the 
future.

In a home near their families," said Nlta

While the p«t cnn be controlled by 


spraying Malathlon on the leaves, both 
men advised against It unless the .scale 
has been bad for several >cars and an- 
pcars to be killing the tree. 


"If It's a small tree, then possibly 


spray It," Towler said. "Otherwise, first 
do some fertilizing to increase the vigor 
of Ihc tree. Most of tho trees have been 
living with maple scale for years and arc 
doing all right. Also dig around the tree 
lo lessen the amount of grass com- 
petition." 


FIZZELL SAID not to worry if a tree 


has been sprayed and the popcorn-like 
threads arc still on the branches. "You 
can spray the tree and kill the scales and 
those threads will stay there for years," 
he said 


Another way to control the scale, he 


said. H In late winter when the tree is 
dormant, apply an oil spray according (o 
recommendations on the label.

The surprise of the tournament, Bob 


Augustine of Lake Forest, returned to his 
first round form as he finished the final 
round at 74. Augustine had burst Into a 
tie for the lead with a 63 Tuesday, a 
singlo stroke off the [tolling Green 
course record. 


He finished a stroke behind Morcland 


at 214. 


Esposito made I ho turn nl two-undor- 


par and then quickly fell Into trouble. 
Needing to make up three strokes to tie 
the lenders, bogeys on 10 and 11 almost 
put the pro from Dominion Golf and 
Country Club out of the picture. 


On the lOlli. Espniltn lopped his ap-

He virtually had the 
balls hopping in one pocket and out into 
another. The balls became rotund au- 
tomatons that scooted where told. 


Now, Mizcrak lined up four balls in a 


row directly in front of a side pocket. 
The cue ball was set up In front of the 
other side pocket. "I will knock In the 
ball closest to the pocket without the cue 
ball touching the front three balls," he 
announced.

Pause. "But I won't bet on it." 


A cloud of drama gathered momentum 


in the room. Mizcrak, blondish, heftyish 
n n d mysteryish, tread 
scientifically 


around tho table, casing the joint. Final- 
ly, he set, he hunched, ho squinted, he 
aimed in pendulum fashion and stroked 
softly. 


As the cue bull headed slowly on its 


mission, Mizcrak swept aside balls one, 
two and three with his stick. The cue 
ball, like a halfback following perfect 
blocking, knocked In the front ball. The 
tricky trick shot had been performed just 
as Mizcrak had said, but to the groans of 
his friends. 


Mizcrak is 29 years old, and has been 


amazing people with his billiard artistry 
ever since he began hanging out in a pool

His bag- 
gage included one cue stick and one fel- 
low collegian, a mountainous wrestler. 


Mizcrak was beating the owner of the 


pool hall, when the owner's wife hollered 
from behind the counter, "Honey, if you 
caln't win from this feller, then we'll 
have to just shoot his tall off." 


"I walked over to my muscleman," 


Mizerak recalls, "and said, 'If she pulls 
a gun, what'll you do?' 


"He said, 'What should I do?' That's 


when I knew I was in trouble. Well, I 
won and wo ran." 


Perhaps this is why Mizcrak has been 


so successful in the last four U.S. Opens 
(he defends his title again Aug. 5-10 in 
Chicago). He can relax. 


"Sometimes that's hard to do, too," ho 


said. "I mean, say a guy is running a 
hundred balls on you, and it's happened 
to mo more than once. You want to jump 
up and bite the guy's hand. But all you 
aro allowed to do is sit and stare. It's 
horrible." 


What's almost as miserable, if you're 


one of the 100 or so "legitimate" profes- 
sional billiards players in tho United 
States (and it's here that the best bil- 
liards in the world is played), is that you 
earn starvation wages even if you arc 
the best. 


Lust year, Mizcrak was the number 


ono mnney-u Inner with about $8,500 In 
prize money — S(i,ooo coming from the 
U.S. Open win alone. He had to supple- 
ment that Income in order to fecit and 
shelter his family — wife and 3-year-old

boy — by teaching seventh-graders geog- 
raphy and spelling, owning his own pool 
parlor (all neat and socially acceptable), 
writing a book, "Inside Pocket Billiards" 
(Rcgncry), and as a paid adviser to the 
Brunswick staff. 


Luther Lassiter, whom Mizcrak beat 


for the title, pumps gas in North Caro- 
lina when not behind the eight ball. 


However, Mizerak says he never has to 


do any anonymous touring of pool joints 
anymore. "Funny," he said, "but if you 
go into a place and tell them who you 
are — they want to play you anyway. I 
imagine they're proud to go home and 
tell their wives, 'Hey, Sadie, guess what, 
I just lost 20 bucks to the national 
champ.'" 


Reflecting on his checkered career in 


and out of the nation's pool halls, posh 
(like the grand ballroom of the Sheraton- 
Chicago Hotel where the U.S. Open 
championship is held) or otherwise, 
Mizerak said: 


"There has always been the feeling in 


this country that kids should not go into 
pool halls because of the bad influence of 
the sottalled bums that are hanging out. 
But I don't know, I learned a lot from 
talking to all those guys." 


And what, ho was asked, did he learn? 


With a hint of a hustler's smile, he said 


after a short thought, "I guess I learned 
what not to do."

Beach, Calif., area. O.J. didn't happen to 
be there at the lime, but that didn't mat- 
ter because his representative, Chuck 


Barnes, was, and Barnes Is an ex- 
ceedingly able >oung man. 


As President of Sports Hcadlincrs, 


Inc., he handles the business affairs of 
such people as Mario Andrcttl, Bobby 
Unscr, Calvin Hill and Gail Goodrich as 
well as Simpson. 


"We would like to duplicate the type of 


arrangement for O.J. Simpson that Bob- 
by Hull was given by the World Hockey 
Association," the WFL people sold to 
Barnes. "If he's interested, ho can have 
it." 


Bobby Hull Is being paid $2 million by 


the Winnipeg Jets. A substantial amount 
of the money was put up front, and there 
were some other nice Inducements along 
with the cash also. 


O.J. Slmpion signed a new contract 


nlth the Buffalo Bills last >car, one pre- 
sumably for the rest of his football 
"life." but this 52 million the WFL was 
offering now Mould easily double his 
salary nlth the Bills. 


There would be a few other "fringe 


benefits," too. O.J. pretty much would be 
allowed to choose the team with which 
he wanted to play. 


Chuck Barnes felt he knew what O.J. 


Simpson's answer would be. He felt it 
would be no, and he was right. 


"We still got the job to do in Buffalo," 


said Simpson, when Barnes relayed the 
WFL's offer. "I don't think I can leave 
the players."

O.J. to come up to training camp last 
\\cfk at Niagara Falls, N.Y.. and help 
them, he said he'd be more than happy 
to do so. 


He was ready to walk the picket line 


with the rest of them but he was be- 
sclged for his autograph so much by fans 
who had made a special trip over from 
Buffalo just to sco him, that it was near- 
ly Impossible for him to picket. 


Strike or no strike, if I were the Buf- 


falo Bills' management I wouldn't feel 
too upset with O.J. Simpson. He has 
proven himself — on the field as well as 
off. 


The strike will be over sooner or later 


and O.J. once again will be the club's 
No. 1 meal ticket, the one man who even- 
tually can lead them to the Super Bowl.

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Getting out of a lease early 
costs money, says expert

But, in reality, seeking the way out of 


an, apartment lease — especially before 
the expiration date — without paying out 
the balance of the lease isn't that easy. 


Changing apartment residents in mid- 


stream Is usually a cumbersome and 
coMly proposition, advises property man- 
agement experts in the Chicago area. 


"Lotting somebody out of a lease re- 


quires a lot of administrative paperwork. 
Quite frankly, sub-leasing or rc-lcasing 
costs money," explained William D. Sal- 
ly, vice president «of Balrd & Warner, 
Inc. and general manager of the root es- 
tate company's property management di- 
vision. 


Tho disruption of people moving in and 


out and the accompanying damage to 
halls, elevators and apartments are oth- 
er reasons that building owners and 
managers don't encourage subleasing 
and re-leasing, ho said. 


However, if the situation is such that 


trying to get out of the lease ahead of 
time seems necessary, tlio first stop 
should bo to check with the building's 
Wait or owner. They will advise you of 
wiflt steps must be taken. 
j*'A number of the units wo manage 
ohuigo tenants each year through rc* 
Inslng, so wo arc quite familiar with 
wfiat's Involved and what apartment 
thtellers should know about," Sally said. 
vjb begin with, there's a significant dif- 
ference between subleasing and re-loas- 
Ing. U n d e r a sublease 
assign- 


mint, a new tenant agrees to take over 
the unexplred portion of your lease. But 
you still remain legally responsible for 
the rent, any damages and following the 
building rules. If the new tenant defaults 
feCiny way. the building owner can col- 
lect from you.

"Most owners will refuse to give per- 


mission to sublease for short periods, be- 
cause of the damage caused by two 
move-Ins and move-outs and because 
they don't want a transient tenant who 
may stay only a few months," Sally said. 
"We think subleasing assignment is a 
poor method for both tcnnnt and owner, 
which Is why Balrd & Warner will con- 
sider only re-leasing." 


In rc-lcaslng the building manager 


writes an entirely new lease for a fuU 
term for the new tenant. Only after this 
new lease Is negotiated and signed does 
the building manager cancel the unox- 
plred portion of your lease and you are 
then freed from all further responsibility, 
your security deposit is returned and the 
new resident has the obligation to meet 
the lease terms; i.e., pay the rent, abide 
by building rules and pay the security 
deposit. 


"Tills Is a much cleaner, neater way of 


handling things, and it fully protects both 
the owner and the new and former ten- 
ant," Sally noted. 


However, whether the apartment to 


subleased or re-leased, three elements 
are Involved. 


1. The management agent or owner 


must agree In writing with the tenant la 
the transaction; this Is clearly stated in 
the original lease. 


2. The present tenant is responsible for 


finding the now tenant, while the man- 
ager or owner has the privilege of ac- 
cepting or rejecting him. Obviously, the 
prospective now tenant has to meet the 
same requirements as any other tenant 
of the building in terms of credit, family 
size, Job stability and so on. 


3. Because of the administrative pro- 


cessing involved, the present tenant has 
to pay the management agent a fee, usu- 
ally $30, against the security deposit or 
charge for handling the procedure, plus 
any penalty charges. 


"Many tenants misunderstand this part 


of releasing," Solly said. "They think 
that written permission is all that's 
needed, and then they're surprised when 
they learn money Is involved. But some- 
one has to pay for the t-xtra work In- 
volved In terminating a contract ahead 
of time and installing a new tenant on all 
records. Since the present tenant Ls ask- 
ing for the change, he has to pay the 
bill." 


Thl.i charge varies from building to 


building, any may be a flat charge of $50 
or a percentage of the unexplred rent. 


Another Item that may vary is the rent 


asked under the re-lease. Assuming that 
normal market conditions prevail, apart- 
ment demand Is high, and that rents 
aren't frozen, the manager or owner may 
ask a higher rent on a rc-lcase after the 
initial lease term has expired. 


Or, if market conditions arc soft and 


tho vacancy rate is higher than normal, 
the agent may be accommodating and 
write the re-lease at the rent level of the

former lease. If he estimates that de- 
mand for tills type of apartment will in- 
crease In the future, he can write the re- 
lease so that the old rent applies for a 
part of the lease, and then a higher rent 
comes into effect for the rest of the term. 
This is known as an "escalator." 


Tho actual terms of re-leasing are of- 


ten subject to negotiation between the 
present tenant, the new tenant and the 
management agent or owner. The point 
is, Sally emphasized, that the present 
tenant remains liable under the old lease 
until a new contract Is signed. 


"Tenants who are extremely anxious 


to terminate their present lease may uso 
incentives to attract prospects to tako 
over the apartment, particularly If they 
are competing with the owner who may 
be trying to rent vacant units," the Balrd 
& Warner executive said. For example: 


• Some tenants will agree to leave 


something In the apartment to Increase 
Its Uveabillty, such as curtains or drap- 
eries, a shower curtain, or some carpet- 
Ing. One tenant scaled a deal by leaving 
the bar stools. 


• Others will assign their security de- 


posit to tho new tenant. This may 
amount to several hundred dollars and In 
effect gives tho new tenant a lower 
monthly ront. 


• A third Incentive is cash to the pros- 


pective new tenant. Depending on the 
amount, tills may bo cheaper than pay- 
ing the balance of tho rent on the unex- 
plred lease. 


"However, before he pays or gives 


anything to the prospect, the present ten- 
ant should muko sure his candidate Is 
acceptable to tho manager and the deal 
Is signed," Sally said. 


There's one other situation where sub- 


leasing or re-loaslng may be involved, 
and that's in the case of death. Unless a 
death clause has been Inserted in tho 
lease, the estate of the deceased is liable 
for tho rest of the rent. Tho executors 
may then seek to negotiate a sublease or 
re-lease with the building manager. 


In concluding. Sally noted that Retting 


out of a lease Isn't difficult or even un- 
pleasant, but it always costs money.

A country club for the worklngman and 


hU family? 


That's tho newest wrinkle in recrea- 


tional land development, according to 
Richard Neumann, president, Nculnml 
Development Inc., whose company has 
four recreational projects underway 
across America. 


"We gear our projects for the work- 


lngman — the family making around 
$15,000 to $18,000 a year and who wants 
and Is entitled to as much recreation for 
his family as money can buy," Neumann 
points out. 


Prior to 1960, country clubs were ex- 


clusively for the very rich. In fact they 
wore designed to keep out the middle in- 
come and lower Income groups. High In- 
itiation fees, high annual dues and high 
prices for services, such as food and 
drinks, meant only the well-to-do could 
afford membership In a country club. 


Executives in tho $30.000 to $100,000 In- 


come brackets invested in their own club 
to assure themselves a place to play golf, 
swim in a private pool and dine in their 
own clubhouse. 


Neumann borrowed all of these In- 


gradients but brought the price down by 
tying it all into tho land development 
movement which was taking place In 
America In the early lOGO's. Today he 
has refined the technique and is pleased 
with the response ho is getting to his 
"country clubs for working people." 


Neumann locates his communities ap- 


proximately 100 miles from a major met- 
ropolitan center. In Dlxon, about 100 
miles from Chicago, a family can buy a 
piece of property — around one third of 
an acre — or as much as one and a half 
acres, with monthly payments just like 
you buy a car. The project U called New 
Landing for the Delta Queen — named 
after the famous river boat. 


At the end of four or five years the 


family owns the piece of real estate. But 
— and this Is the Important but — in the 
meantime his family enjoys all of tho 
amenities including boating and swim- 
ming and fishing on private lakes. Pri- 
vate tennis courts arc planned. There Is 
an adjacent IB-hole golf course. 


Soon there will be a million dollar four- 


story clubhouse — a replica of the origi- 
nal Delta Queen river boat. 


It's all part of the recreation package 


available when buying a piece of land. 


Says Neumann, a veteran of ten years 


In the recreation land Industry: "We find 
a small percentage of families have 
enough capital to build themselves n sec- 
ond home right nway. The majority, 
however, have to wait a few years before 
they can accumulate tho money to build. 
But in either case, no one is penalized 
from using the country club facilities im- 
mediately." 


Neumann points out that in the last 


two or three years there has been still 
another refinement In the concept. "So 
many worklngmcn and their families are 
into camping theso days," Neumann 
points out, "that wo have set asldo 
camping areas at New Landing for the 
Delta Queen and hundreds of families 
come out each weekend — and some- 
times for several weeks at a time — and 
camp out while enjoying all of the other 
facilities." 


Neumann says people cooped up all 


week in crowded factories or apartment 
houses or in crowded suburban commu- 
nities arc tho ones who most want to en- 
joy the outdoors when the weekend rolls 
around. But now even tho campers can 
enjoy tho luxury of private lakes and a 
private clubhouse and swimming pool. 


"I feel the whole phenomenon can be 


traced to our pioneer ancestors," Neu- 
mann says. "There are two factors in- 
herent here. Everyone has a great desire 
to own a piece of land — to own his own 
property in America, and in America al- 
most everyone has that opportunity — 
not just the rich." 


And although families ore not as free 


to roam and live off tho land as many of 
our ancestors did, they do like to bo at 
least part-time explorers and adventur- 
ers and get out into tho country and 
away from urban congestion as often as 
they can. 


Who arc these Americans who aro giv- 


ing their families country club living on 
a modest income? 


Neuland'9 computers sorted through all 


the thousands of families who have al- 
ready bought property or indicated they 
will shortly. 


This profile emerges: 
The typical buyer Is 42 years of age. 


Ills wife is 40. They have two children — 


offers unique club concept 


usually teenagers. Very few hove been to 
college. Most have a high school degree. 
In many instances the wife works to help 
supplement the family Income. The hus- 
band generally is a skilled worker or a 
junior executive. 


There are, of course, many exceptions. 


Well-to-do automobile dealers, doctors, 
dentists, engineers and insurance com- 
pany executives, all can be found at one 


of Neuland's projects. And there are old- 
er couples, retired, living off fixed in- 
comes and savings, who buy not for the 
activities at these projects but rather tho 
serenity to be found in living in the coun- 
try. 


In addition to the project In Illinois, 


Nculand has one outside of San Fran- 
cisco and another in the Sioux Falls- 
Omaha marketing area, and another in 


central Michigan, serving the greater 
Detroit area. 


"It's a new day, a new way of living 


for the working man in America," says 
Neumann, himself the son of an immi- 
grant who settled his family on the Illi- 
nois prairies, saved his money and 
bought his family a piece of land. 


Now Neumann feels every working 


man in America can do the same.

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Old paint can be removed with tools or chemicals 


There are many articles written telling 


you how to put new paint on. The Nation- 
al 
Paint and Coatings Association 


thought you might want to know how to 
take old paint off! Here arc various 
types of paint removing methods with a 
short description of each: 


Propane torches arc relatively In- 


expensive and simple to operate. The 
fuel used is propane gas and is available 
in replacement tanks. Coatings are re- 


moved rapidly with the propane torch, 
but core must be exercised not to scorch 
or burn the surface. If the surface is 
scorched, remove scorched area by sand- 
ing. 


Electric paint removers arc much sa- 


fer to uso for paint removal than the 
propane torch. The tool is placed on the 
coated surface, then pulled over the coat- 
Ing slowly, followed with a scraper to re- 
move the softened paint. The heating cle- 


ment is the same as in an electric appli- 
ance. This tool is excellent for removing 
paint from small surfaces such as win- 
dow sashes and frames, and outdoor fur- 
niture. 


Paint and varnish scrapers are often 


called wood scrapers. These are popular 
tools used to remove old paint and 
smooth the surface. They have a wood, 
metal or plastic handle with a sharp cut- 
ting blade mounted on the end. This al-

lows it to scrape old paint and varnish 
from floors, furniture, window frames, 
and sills. 


Putty knives range in size from IVt" to 


2" in width. The blades are either flex- 
ible or stiff models. Razor blade scrapers 
are tools which hold cither single edge or 
double edge razor blades. They are ex- 
cellent for light scraping work. 


Generally, "wet-type" chemical solu- 


tions, called paint and varnish removers, 
easily and efficiently accomplish the job 
of paint removal. They are applied by 
brush, allowed to soften the film, and 
then the old coating is removed with a 
scraper. There are two basic types of 
chemical paint removers. 


Solvent based paint removers are rela- 


tively inexpensive to use and fast acting, 
but tend to be toxic and flammable. 
When in liquid form, they are used for 
flat surfaces only. Liquid solvent paint 
removers evaporate from the surfaces 
quickly. The semi-paste version is used 
on vertical and flat surfaces, and evapo- 
rates more slowly than the liquid solvent 
remover. 


Methylene chloride remover comes in 


a semi-paste form and is usually non- 
flammable. It is relatively lower in tox- 
icity than the solvent-based paint remo- 
vers. Some contain detergents and other 
chemicals which make them water rin- 
sable. 


Thinning often changes the color of the 


paint slightly. Therefore, thinning should 
all be done at one time. Most popular 
types of thinnors include mineral spirits, 
turpentine, linseed oil, alcohol and lac- 
quer. They are not only used to thin, but 
to clean equipment after the job is com- 
pleted.

U of I releases booklet 
on home heating, cooling 
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A now consumer-information non-tech- 


nical publication, "Home Heating and 
Cooling With Electricity," ha* been pre- 
pared at the University of Illinois at Ur- 
bana-Champaign. 


The 12-page illustrated circular was Is- 


sued by the UIUC Small Homes Council- 
Building Research Council and the Coop- 
erative Extension Service of (he UIUC 
College of Agriculture. 


Topics include both central and room 


heating nnd cooling units, resistance 
heating, heat pumps for heating and 
cooling, design and operation, supple- 
mentary heating, controls and Insulation. 


"The real cost Includes the cost of the 


original equipment, the cost of fuel to 
operate the system and the cost of 
maintenance and replacement of the 
equipment. 


"A 'bargain* heating system Kill usual- 


ly cost much more over the life of the 
house than one which Is properly de- 
signed and installed." 


Five factor* should be considered in 


choosing a system: initial cost and esti- 
mated 
life, 
maintenance cost, 
con- 


venience, design of the house and adapt- 
ability to summer cooling. 


Heat pumps can both pump heat into 


the house in winter nnd out in summer. 
They operate much like a refrigerator, 
reversible to fit the season. But their ef- 
ficiency goes down us outdoor air gets 
colder, and then supplemental heat — re- 


sistance heaters — arc switched into the 
system. 


Electrical resistance heating systems 


Include furnaces or boilers where a resis- 
tance clement replaces the conventional 
fuel-burning chamber, baseboards with 
resistance elements in them and heating 
cables built into the ceiling. 


Cooling systems may involve a central 


plnnt with ducts to the rooms, or room 
coolers. 


"A satisfactory and efficient electric 


hcntlng system depends upon the proper 
design and installation of insulation," the 
circular emphasizes, pointing to saving 
Ixith in Initial cost because less capacity 
is needed and to lower operating costs. 


Insulation of walls, ceilings, floors and 


basements Is important, and windows 
and doors should have Insulating glass or 
storm panels. Along with insulation 
comes need for moisture control by in- 
stalling vapor barriers, use of humidi- 
fiers and ventilation.

No-fault bill would hke auto insurance rates: agents 


Bodily injury auto insurance rates for 


many motorists In Illinois and nine other 
states would increase approximately 20 
per cent if the Hart-Magnuson no-fault 
insurance bill pending in the U.S. House 
of Representatives is enacted, warns a 
local trade association. The measure Is 
one of several auto insurance proposals 
considered in subcommittee hearings 
which began July 11 in Washington, D.C. 
and continued through Wednesday. 


According to the Des Flaines based 


National Assn. of Independent Insurers, 
S. 354 (Hart-Magnuson Bill) would im- 
pose additional premiums on motorists. 
Arthur Mcrtz, executive vice president of 
the association said in testimony before 
the House Finance and Commerce Sub- 
committee last week, that he based the 
conclusion on an actuarial study by ex- 
perts in the Allstate Insurance Co. 


TEN STATES were studied and drivers

SEC ivants corporate data 


by LEONARD CUKKY 


WASHINGTON — Although the stock 


market has been In a general decline for 
the past 18 months, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission has been prod- 
ding public corporations to provide more 
information that could be important to 
Investors when they return. 


New disclosure Items range from the 


Impact of the energy crisis to the rav- 
ages of inflation that have provided 
many companies with one-shot inventory 
profits. The SEC also has required more 
information on foreign taxes, reserves 
and leasing commitments. 


In addition, the SEC is considering a 


rule that would attempt to make certain 
that stockholders actually receive a cor- 
poration's annual report. Under this pro- 
posal, voting at annual meetings would 
be held up if an unusually high number 
of proxies were in the hands of brokers, 
dealers, bankers and other institutions 
that hold securities for individuals. 


THE EFFORTS of the SEC are not 


providing any stimulus to investors, who 
arc concerned about Latin American 
style inflation, soaring Interest rates, in- 
stitutional domination of the market and 
general uncertain economic conditions. 


One widespread practice the SEC Is 


trying to uncover for the benefit of in- 
vestors is the length of leasing contracts. 
Many corporations are leasing equip- 
ment such as railroad cars, computers, 
generators and heavy manufacturing 
machinery instead of buying it. 


Some companies have been reporting 


their cash balances substantially higher 
than they actually arc because of lens- 
ing, Since a leasing contract usually 
commits a company for years, the cash 
on hand may not be as liquid as it may 
seem. 


The issue of liquidity has been espe- 


cially important in recent montlis. Be- 
cause of the bear market, few companies 
have been able to nii.se capital in the 
equity market and have been forced to 
turn more frequently to borrowing from

Thinking inflation endless 'can be danger 


The Illinois Business Review recently 


warned its readers against regarding in- 
flation as endless. 


"When the cliches of n boom come to 


be universally accepted, watch out. That 
is the situation now reached In dis- 
cussions of Inflation," economist V. 
Lewis Hassle said. 


In an editorial In the current issue of 


the Review, Basslc cited "some frequent 
assertions: 'Inflation will be a persistent 
problem for years to come ... It Is so 
built into people's expectations that even 
strong countermcasures arc Ineffective 
... It will moderate somewhat from 
double-digit rates but cannot end in the 
foreseeable future." 


"The economy is operating outside the 


range of past experience," Basslc said, 
"in a situation that has a number of 
unique features." Bassle is a professor of 
economics and the director of the Bureau 
of Economic and Business Research In 
the University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign, which publishes the Review. 


"The financial community itself Ls a 


m a j o r source of inflationary ex- 
pectations," he .said. "It broadcasts the 
philosophy of buy now because it will 
cost more later and borrow to do so be- 
cause loans can bu repaid In cheaper dol- 
lars ... 


"Although the talk is anti-inflation, 


what the banks arc actually selling Is 
credit. The more credit they sell, the 


greater the spur to inflation. 


Bassic said business loans advanced 


about three times as fust as money In the 
past six months. "Some speculative bor- 
rowing was still going on, but there has 
been a major shift to distress borrow- 
ing," he said. "Emergency needs hit 
many illiquid concerns at tax time; they 
had to borrow at record high rates no 
matter how reluctant they were to do 
SO. . . 


"It is wishful thinking to look for per- 


manence in a borrowing splurge aggra- 
vated by adversity ... The situation Is 
ripe for a fast reversal, though lags and 
cost-push will keep the over-all price 
trend upward for n while."

INVENTORY profits also have been 


troublesome for the SEC, which ques- 
tions the "quality" of such earnings. Be- 
cause inflation has raised the dollar val- 
ue of raw materials and inventories in 
the plant, the eventual selling price was 
quite attractive. But when new raw ma- 
terials were purchased, the price was 
substantially higher, thus reducing the 
effect of the previous "profit." 


The SEC also has directed companies 


to disclose to investors how fast goods 
can be sold. If a company can sell prod- 
ucts for higher prices at the same time 
that it is paying higher prices for raw 
materials, then its income benefits from 
inflation. To the contrary, slow-moving, 
big ticket items would be hurt by in- 
flation. 


The SEC also has been goading corpo- 


rations to provide more interpretation of 
the company's position instead of dis- 
gorging columns of numbers for the in- 
vestor to digest. 


"Corporate officers and accounts often 


forget the investor is the owner and is 
paying management for Us opinions," an 
SEC spokesman said. 


IN THIS VEIN of expert opinion, the 


SEC also has directed companies to in- 
terpret the impact on profits and oper- 
ating costs of higher energy bills and 
whether alternative energy sources that 
meet 
environmental restrictions 
are 


available. 


Much of this information Is turning up 


now in financial reports, prospectuses 
and 10-Ks — the unique disclosure state- 
ment that public companies must file 
with the SEC — and should surface to 
the bulk of the nation's securities in- 
vestors in fiscal 1974 annual reports.

He Is on antibiotics, vitamin pills and

B-12. What do joti recommend that 
would build up his body and strength to 
normal? 


Any Infectious Illness can take away a 


person's appetite. The first step in his 
recovery is elimination of the infection, 
which. Incidentally, occurs all too often 
with cathctcrlzatlon. You have to do the 
cathclcrlzatlon to drain the bladder, but 
you often have to pay a price for it. 


The Infection and the lack of eating 


combined arc sufficient to cause weak- 
ness. Starvation from any cause will do 
this ctcn in n healthy person. Of course, 
1 have no way of knowing what other 
problems might be present In n man of 
your father's ago and history. Tho prob- 
lem of loos of appetite In older people is 
fairly common. Sometimes this is related 
to loss of taste, which can be helped part 
of the time xvith zinc. Other limes it is 
i elated to the general health and age 
condition. It Is important to pay attention 
to It If you want lo keep these people 
healthy. 


WHEN THIS problem arises It is wise 


to consider Just what the person really 
likes to cat. Many older people get so 
they don't like meat or vegetables and 
have a sweet tooth. If you are not careful 
they won't bo getting enough protein. But 
you can satisfy their sweet tooth and slip 
good protein lo them at the same time. A 
good milk shako is fine. Tlie milk pro- 
vides excellent protein. You can prepare 
desserts fortified with added amounts of 
skim milk powder for additional protein 
and calcium. 


Then you can get protein ponder and 


add it to foods as a supplement. These 
can be included In a milk shake type of 
mixture. Add the protein powder to milk, 
add an egg If you like, flavor it with 
whatever appeals to the patient and 
sweeten It to taste. Desserts are not all 
bad. You can construct them to provide 
all the protein and calcium a person 
needs. This, combined with needed vita- 
mins, will go a long way toward restor- 
ing the nutrition for older people who 
don't like to cat anything but sweets. 


OF COURSE, if the kidneys arc not 


working properly then you might have to 
go easy on the protein. But, your doctor 
could easily tell you about this. 


With good nutrition, regular light phys- 


ical activity Is wise if the health will per- 
mit It. That may bo walking short dis- 
tances, even with help, to restore normal 
body function. 


It Is Important that your father have 


adequate drainage from tho bladder. If 
he has advanced obstruction from the 
prostate I'm curious about how this is 
being managed without a catheter. With- 
out adequate drainage his health will not 
improve.

Publication studies pain killer 
All aspirin not alike, but 
no significant 
differences

WASHINGTON (UPI) — More than 100 varieties of aspirin 


are offered for sale in the United States and the consumer is 
faced with confusing claims for their effectiveness, safety and 
cost. 


The Medical Letter, a non-profit publication for doctors, 


evaluated drugs containing aspirin and concluded in its July 5 
issue that all aspirin is not alike. But it said no important 
difference in painkilling effect between various formulations 
of aspirin has ever been established. 


Aspirin tablets disintegrate in the stomach and dissolve 


primarily in the small intestine. The report said it is the rate 
tho tablet dissolves that determines the rate the drug gets 
into the bloodstream. 


"Improperly manufactured tablets may cither be so tightly 


packed that they do not readily dissolve, or they may 
crumble before use," the Medical Letter said. "Crumbled 
tablets and powder may contain considerable amounts of 
degraded drugs. Although these pharmaceutical differences 
between tablets could have clinical consequences, it has nev- 
er been proven in controlled trials of analgesic effect that one 
brand of plain aspirin Is superior to another." 


THE REPORT said aspirin has been implicated as a pos- 


sible cause of stomach or intestinal bleeding and a few other 
disorders. To minimize such irritation, The Medical Letter 
Miid any aspirin tablet should be taken with a full glass of 
water. 


Duffers arc added to some aspirin tablets to decrease gas- 


tric acidity. But the Medical Letter said in the amounts prc-! 
sent in most buffered formulations, buffers do not produce a; 
meaningful decrease in acidity. It said food or a glass of; 
water probably works just as well. 
; 


Nevertheless, the report said some scientists have found; 


less gastrointestinal bleeding with buffered tablets, presum-; 
ably because buffers tend to shorten the time it takes for the • 
tablets to dissolve and there are fewer undissolved particles' 
to irritate the stomach and intestines. 
'. 


"It has never been established In patients with painful con-; 


ditions, however, that there is a difference between buffered • 
and non-buffered aspirin in time of onset of analgesic, dura-'. 
tlon or degree of relief of pain or incidence of gastrointestinal: 
distress," the report said. 
: 


THE MEDICAL LETTER said Alka-Seltzer has a much ; 


higher content of buffering agents than other buffered aspirin • 
tablets, and since Alka-Seltzer is dissolved before taken, the t 
report said it is an effective way of taking single doses of • 
aspirin. 
• 


But the report said the buffering capacity of Alka-Seltzer is • 


obtained at the expense of a high sodium content. The sodium 
and bicarbonate, along with its cost, makes Alka-Seltzer "less 
useful than other formulations of aspirin for long-term admin- \ 
istration as, for example, in patients with arthritis." 


The Medical Letter said combinations of aspirin with other 


pain killers have never been proven more effective than aspi- 
rin alone and may cause a higher incidence of adverse ef- 
fects.

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PATHS lead parents of the handicapped 


by KATIIERINE DOYCE 


The doctor entered the hospital room 


and pulled the curtains around the new 
mother's bed. The baby has a few "pe- 
culiarities," ho sold. 


It was Diane Hartwlg's first child and 


she had been in labor for two days. But 
oner the doctor described the physical 
abnormalities of her new daughter sho 
was numb with shock. She hasn't had a 
good night's sleep since. 


The doctor was too busy to toko time 


to console her. Her neighbors, not know- 
ing what to say, said nothing. She had no 
one to turn to. 


IN 
DESPEHATION Mrs. Hartwig 


placed a wont ad in the newspaper look- 
ing for other mothers of handicapped 
children. A few mothers called but most 
of the calls came from teachers of handi- 
capped students at Kirk Center in Pala- 
tine. They gave her the strength and 
guidance to make It through the long, 
exhausting years of raising a handi- 
capped child, and they told her about 
PATHS. 


PATHS (Parents and Teachers of 


Handicapped Students) is a group that 
gives help and support to families with 
handicapped children. Many people, Mrs. 
Hartwig explained, don't really under- 
stand what life Is like with a handi- 
capped child. The parents, she said, need 
someone to talk to when they're at the 
end of their rope became their child has 
been crying for two days straight. 


The suffering of parents of handi- 


capped children seems to go on and on. 
At least it has for the Hartwigs. Looking 
bock. Mrs. Hartwig Is glad she found 
PATHS and as she puts It. "a shoulder to 
cry on." She Is now president of the or- 
ganization. 


Doctors told the Hartwigs their chan- 


ces of having another handicapped child 
were small. Their second child, a boy, 
was nine months old when tho doctors 
discovered ho has tho same handicap as 
his older sister. They learned that the 
children's brain damage is genetic In ori- 
gin and advised the parents against hav- 
ing any more children. 


THE LITTLE girl, now fixe, spent 


months in classes at Kirk Center but her 
convulsions became more frequent and 
more severe. The Hartwigs recently 
placed their daughter in a residential 
home for handicapped children. Their 
house is quiet now and conversation be- 
tween the parents, which had been in- 
frequent. Is now uncomfortably common. 
The eerie silence won't last. The llttio 


boy. now three, had his first seizure a 
fe-v weeks ago. 


Most people, by nature, shy away from 


the unpleasant realities of life. But par- 
ents like the Hartwigs don't want their 
friends and neighbors to shy away from 
them. They want them to understand and 
to accept. 


"My neighbors don't ask me about my 


daughter. They think It would hurt me. I 
want them to ask me. When they don't it 
hurts me more," said Mrs. Hartwig. 


"You can talk to your neighbors and 


their big deal is braces for their kids," 
said Mrs. Hartwig. She's angered by 
"outsiders" who think of mental Illness 
as something evil and sho particularly 
doesn't like the word "retarded," a word 
she has heard from other children on the 
block when her little boy gets on the 
school bus in the morning. 


HANDICAPPED CHILDREN arc often 


moro loving than other children, said 
Mrs. Hartwig. "These children arc not 
someone to be afraid of," she said. 
"They're still babies. They're just big 
babies, that's all." 


"People In the world arc not concerned 


enough about other people," said Mrs. 
Hartwig, and Hint's why it's so important 
for parents of handicapped children to 
stick together. 


In PATHS, which Is now four years 


old, "Parents found a need to talk to 
each other about their mutual interests 
which is handicapped children," she 
said. Parents of 165 students at Kirk arc 
members. 


When Mrs. Hartwig begins to feel sor- 


ry for lierMjlf, she thinks about some of 
the problems other parents in the group 
face. "I'm thankful that if I had to have 
handicapped children, they can still walk 
and maneuver. Some can't," she said. 


PATHS performs many functions for 


Us members. They're done quietly with- 
out being asked. Each year PATHS helps 
register new students for classes at Kirk. 
Parents come in with tears in their eyes, 
said Mrs. Hartwig. Some arc in their 40s 
with grown families. The parents "made 
a mistake." she said, and now they have 
a 3-year-old mongoloid child to raise. 


A MEMUER of PATHS -shows the new 


parents around the school and tries to 
comfort them. They may exchange phone 
numbers and plan to get together. Some- 
times members of PATHS make an 
agreement for guardianships, promising 
to take care of the handicapped children 
should his own parents die. 


Handicapped clilldren need all tho 


things that other children need, said Mrs. 


DIANE HARTWIG and her son, Paul. Handicapped chil- 
dren are often more loving than other children, says 


Mrs. Hartwig. "These children are not someone to be 
afraid of. They're still babies." 


Hartwig, and sometimes PATHS gives 
them a hand. For Instance, PATHS in- 
vited clergymen to Kirk Center recently 
for a discussion on whether a handi- 
capped child should be confirmed. Can a 
brain damaged child really understand 
God?, asked Mrs. Hartwig. 


PATHS also has invited local dentists 


to Kirk to meet the children and talk to 
parents. "We want to know what dentists 
in the area are not afraid of our chil- 
dren," she said. 


PATHS is there to comfort parents 


when children go into the hospital. Mrs. 
Hartwig remembers many nights when 
she rushed her daughter to the hospital 


They bring families together 
Renewed popularity in games hits

The games people play can score heav- 


ily in the effort to hold the American 
family together. 


That's the message from a man who 


should know — James J. Shea Jr., a 
master gamesmon who truly believes 
that tho family who plays together stays 
together. The Milton Bradley Co., a lead- 
ing games and toys firm which Shea 
beads, racked up gross sales of $140.5 
million last year, nearly a 17 per cent 
increase over 1072, and a $180 million 
gross id expected tills year. 


"Tho increased sole of games lias 


come about for several reasons," Shea, 
the father of five, said in an interview at 
the New York showroom of his Spring- 
field, Mass, company. "Part of it Is the 
fear of parents that the family is drifting 
apart, and tho scare of the drug scene. 


"FAMILY TYPE GAMES provide 


communication between children and 
parents, and parents feel they need this 
kind of involvement. This can mean 
board games, cards, physical games, 
puzzles or outdoor sports games — 
they've all had a tremendous growth in 
popularity in tho past five years. 


"Then there's inflation. Roal Income 


for the consumer is diminished and ac- 
tivities are being confined to tho home 
moro than previously, meaning more 
games and puzzles, which were a craze 
during tho Depression. In England, 
where inflation is even moro rampant, 
game sales have doubled within the 
year." 


The popularity of games is in exact ra- 


tio to the amount of leisure available to 
society. Long working hours and reli- 
gious prejudice against "frivolities" kept 


the United States generally ignorant of 
the pleasures of the gaming board until 
the Civil War. What board games could 
be bought were imported from Europe. 


Milton Bradley, a Yankee printer wor- 


ried by financial difficulties, played one 
of these imported games with a friend in 
I860 and felt positively cheered. He de- 
cided to publish a game about life in the 
moralistic Puritan tradition, with "happy 
old ago" rather than "ruin" as the goal. 
With this "Checkered Game of Life," the 
first American game manufacturing 
business was born. 


"WE ISSUED A new three-dimensional 


'Game of Life' to mark our centennial in 
1060, but it reflected changes in Ameri- 
can values," Shea said. "It is more 
about the material aspects of life — the 
chance to go to college, marriage, fami- 
ly, getting insurance, borrowing money, 
tho chance to win a million dollars." 


The materialistic trend was noticeable 


in games as early as 1901 when Parker 
Brothers, another leading game firm, in- 
troduced "Wall Street," and a few years 
later Americans were playing "I'm a 
Millionaire." Just as popular as strike it 
rich games are topical game subjects. 


As early as 1911 there was a game ti- 


tled "Sky, the Aviator's Game." Games 
about contemporary activities on the cur- 
rent market involve drilling for oil, land 
development and ecology, conservation 
of wildlife and roller derbies. 


"But we stay away from games that 


capitalize on temporary political situ- 
ations, such as Watergate," Sbea said. 
"When they cease being news, sales 
stop." 


SHEA SAID there was a time when 


people said television would kill family 


games. But tying board game* into popu- 
lar television shows has had just the op- 
posite effect. 


There are a slew of TV-inspired games' 


including "Match Game," "The Wai- 
tons," "The Price is Right," "Pass- 
word," "Beat the Clock" and "Concen- 
tration," a best seller for many years. 


Most of the 20 major game companies 


have their own staff which develops new 
Barnes and tests them for popularity. 
Some companies buy ideas from firms 
which are "think tanks" for new toys 
and games. The public submits thou- 
sands of Ideas to the industry each year 
and a few are a success, bringing royal- 
ties to their inventors. 


The most famous example of tills was 


"Monopoly," devised by the late Clar- 
ence Harrow, who had been thrown out 
of a job by the Depression. The game 
was turned down by Parker Brothers 
when he first submitted it, but after he 
had sold a few thousand on his own, 
Parker bought it in 1935. Royalties made 
Darrow a millionaire. 


"BUT WE STAY AWAY from unsoli- 


cited game ideas now," a Parker spokes- 
man said. "We used to get 3,000 a year 
and maybe only five were worth publish- 
ing. It was expensive to screen these, so 
now all submissions are returned uno- 
pened." 


The old standbys — chess, poker, crib- 


bagc, bingo, dominoes and checkers — 
are holding their own. Backgammon is 
enjoying a new popularity in both the 
United States and Europe. The fact that 
backgammon began as an Egyptian 
game 3,000 years before Christ proves 
that any game with a good balance of 
luck and skill has a future.

like to see more community awareness 
of the problems of the handicapped. She 
wants people to stop turning their backs. 


There are an unbelievable number of 


handicapped children in the world, said 
Mrs. Hartwig, and it is important for ev- 
eryone to remember that it could easily 
happen to them. "I wouldn't be surprised 
if there's one handicapped child on every 
block in Arlington Heights," she said.

It is of- 
ten extremely difficult to determine 
which Is which. But tho unknowns', tho 
ones who como to you in tho moll drip- 
ping with emotional appeal, they defi- 
nitely should be checked out before youf- 
send money. 


Such literature from an organization in 


Tulsa, Okla.. purporting to help Indlon 
children, has found Its way into some 
homes in this area. 


The Herald learned that the organiza- 


tion is registered with the Internal Reve- 
nue Sen-Ice for tax exemption but never- 
theless has a rather shady reputation.

letter a name identical or similar to that 
of the recipient. 


IT WAS precisely such a ruse that 


hooked one local couple Into sending 
money — "the child's name was the 
same as ours, so we decided to sponsor 
him."

"They (the 
papers) can't get enough on the outfit 
to prove what they do." 


But, he added, "personally, I wouldn't 


send money to them. They probably have 
extracted quite a lot of money from 
people, but how much gets to Indian chil- 
dren, I don't know." 


CORRECTION: In an article published 


June 10, entitled "Hearing aid manufac- 
turers come under FTC scrutiny," I re- 
counted an incident In which a Rolling 
Meadows couple said they were sold a 


$400 hearing aid by a Dahlberg dealer. 
According to the dealer, Morrie Tycn- 
mah of Precision Hearing Aid Center, 
Des Plaines, the aid was actually sold to 
them at a discount for $275. 


The article dealt with charges of anti- 


competitive practices brought against 
hearing aid manufacturers In recent 
months by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. The FTC found that the average 
retail price of hearing aids is $350, while 
dealers pay only around $100 to obtain 
the aids.

What's buggln you? An (his is the 


worst month of the year for garden pest 
problems. I liopc you're watching for out- 
breaks of vegetable spoilers before they 
become obnoxious. 


1 was patrolling the plot the other day, 


smug in the Idea that It was totally in- 
vulnerable to much of anything because 
the soil Is in top shape and the whole 
thing is methodically companion-planted. 
Then I saw the leaf hoppers disfiguring a 
sunflower, and bean aphlds making that 
plant look like it was ironed on the 
"linen" setting. 


"I'll fix you," I cursed and returned 


with a sprinkling can full of one and a 
half teaspoons of Basic II (detergent 
from Slmklcc dealers) in five gallons of 
water — a drink for the aphlds that Soc- 
rates would have appreciated. I applied 
tobacco dust after wetting the foliage on 
the sunflower for the hopper problem. In 
cases of leaf disfigurement. It is neces- 
sary to remove affected leaves and de- 
stroy them. 


Ul> IN Minnesota the last few days for 


a Garden Writers Association confer- 
ence, hosted by Northrup King — the 
scsd people —, I had a chanco to visit 
eight Twin Cities nrva community gar- 
dening projects, Including those main- 
tained by employes, park land users, 
a p a r t m e n t dwellers, a commercial 
group, and one Hint was university exten- 
sion related. Leaf-hoppers were plentiful 
there, too. and In the process I picked up 
a few colorful bug specimens of various 
kinds for my collection. 


And this reminds me that — if you 


want to send Insects for identification 
(I'm accepting donations), please mull 
them in a discarded pill bottle. There's 
nothing worse than opening the mull and 
having to confront a squashed beetle, to- 
tally unrecognizable, over morning cof- 
fee.

Import a toad or a turtle from the local 


stream to gobble up the ones you do 
have. Painted turtles arc completing 
their spawning migrations now, so it is 
relatively cosily to pass ono on the road. 
If you go Sunday driving in the- country, 
bring It home. Encourage a toad to stay 
in the yard by providing an inverted 
flower pot as a home, with a spot 
knocked out for a door. Set it under a 
dense bush for protection.

A cook doesn't need to bo "homo on 


.he range" for summertime meals when 
Dad can prepare his charcoal-grilled spc- 
:ialtles on the patio Instead. Those sum. 
mer specialties can even include fresh 
homebaked broad, if you have a largo 
kettle type barbecue grill with a lid. Or, 
for a weekend supper, try Frank and 
Cheese Rollups, frankfurters stuffed with 
cheese and enveloped in a thin layer of 
bread. 


Both the bread and Frank and Cheese 


Rollups are easy to make on an outdoor 
grill if you use the new frozen bread 
doughs available at your supermarket. 
The frozen bread dough requires no mix- 
ing or kneading. Just thaw, lot rise, and 
bake. 


Here arc Instructions for baking bread 


over charcoal In a Weber-typo kettle 
grill: 


Place 2 loaves of frozen bread rioiich

Let the bread thaw 
and rise at room temperature until the 
dough has risen an inch or more above 
the top of the pan. Rising will take from 
4 to 5 hours. 


Prepare the kettle grill for cooking by

Center the bread pans on the cooking 


grill. Cover the kcttlo and bake the bread 


for 35-40 minutes or until well browned.

For a soft, bright, tender crust, brush 


/tho bread with melted butter while it is 
still hot.

rather than Southern, the dish is East 
Indian Jn character. The squash is cook- 
ed and combined wjth onions, almonds, 
whipping cream and several spices in- 
cluding curry. Baked* in a casserole, 
grated cheese is sprinkled over the top. 


"Everyone loves it, yet no one can tell 


that It is squash," Dixie remarked. It is 
such a family favorite that her children, 
Kelle, 14, David,'12, and Walter, 0, 
helped her clean and cup up 30 pounds of 
this vegetable last summer. Dixie made 
dozens of containers of the Indian Squash 
for the freezer, then baked it on special 
occasions throughout1 the year. 


Because this dish is rich, she suggests 


serving It with a plain meat such as 
flank steak, meat loaf or ham. Flank 
steak marinated in Terlyakl sauce is an- 
other of her summer specialties. To ten- 
derize the steak, Dixie marinates it for 
24 hours, and the meat acquires a savory 
flavor which she says is the best she 
ever tasted. Her husband Jack cooks the 
steak over gray coals five minutes on 
each side for medium, then slices it thin 
on the diagonal. Dixie boils the marinade 
for a few minutes and lets guests spoon 
it over their servings, if desired. 


As (^accompaniment W the steak 


and squash, she makes baked potatoes 
by splitting them in half, putting a dab of 
butter on each potato and sprinkling 
them heavily with seasoned salt and a- 
little pepper. The cooking time is short- 
er, and the potatoes are so crispy and 
tasty that no additional butter or sour 
cream is necessary. 


Another of this cook's favorites is a 


casserole which combines shrimp, rice, 
green pepper, onion, cream, sherry, to- 
mato soup and several seasonings. It is 
baked in a casserole dish or individual 
sea shells with a sprinkling of almonds 
and paprika on top. 


The recipe can easily be doubled or 


quadrupled, and Dixie has served it to a 
group of 35 for dinner. As an accom- 
paniment she likes a fresh spinach salad, 
adding whatever sho finds in the refrig- 
erator, and a crispy French or sour 
dough bread. • 


Preferring simple'desserts, Dixie says 


they often eat the centerpiece, an ar- 
rangement of fresh fruits.' Or she serves 
frosted grapes with cheeses. 


A Southern girl, Dixie made biscuits 


from scratch until a friend from Atlanta 
sent her an easy, yet effective recipe for 
what Dixie "terms the lightest biscuits 
imaginable. She simply makes them ac- 
cording to the directions oh' a package of 
Bisqulck, substituting beer for water. 


Rolled out ond cut with a glass or cookie 
cutter, they are dotted with butter before 
baking. The yeast in the beer makes the 
rolls rise quite high, but there is no beer 
flavor, she said. 


"You can make them in minutes for 


breakfast," Dixie said, "and serve them 
with a ham and cheese or sausage and 
cheese souffle."

Doctor calls fatties irrational 


by JEANNE LESEM 


Weight-conscious people arc irrational. 


They'll skip cream in their coffee but cat 
a whole pound of steak at one meal. 


That's a bad trade-off, says Dr. Snmi 


A. Hashlm, head of nutrition and meta- 
bolic research at St. Luke's Hospital In 
New York. 


"I'd rather sec a man cat only half n 


pound of steak and have all tho cream 
ho wants In his coffee. Two tablespoons 
of light cream contain only 54 calorics, 
but a pound of steak has about 1,000," 
Dr. Hashlm said In an Interview. 
Hashlm sold in an interview. 


His work focuses on atherosclerosis 


and obesity. He said he's not looking 
specifically for links bctwcn the two. 


He is a strong believer in behavior 


modification that changes obese patients' 
eating patterns. 


For starters, each fatty Is asked to an- 


swer about 600 questions. He's asked not 
just what he ate and when, but what else 
was on the table. 


Tho Idea is to turn off appetites by 


keeping extra food out of sight. 


The doctor said tests show an over- 


weight person generally will not push to 
get food when he is deprived of it by an 
under-stocked refrigerator or pantry. 


"To stop overeating and to exercise in 


our society is a hell of a problem," Dr. 
Hashlm sold. 


"THERE'S HARDLY A magazine, a 


television commercial, or supermarket 
with 50,000 different varieties of food, 
that doesn't pressure us to oat. 


"Tho overweight Individual is In- 


fluenced by these external pressures. 
The non-obese responds more to internal 
cues, to hunger." 


Dr. Hashim's tips for homcmakcrs who 


have to cope with a family overweight 
problem arc based to some extent on 
personal experience. He took off 15 
pounds by systematically monitoring his 
own intake, and keeping away from 
temptations. He said he eats beef only 
once a week or less, and fish at least six 
days a week. 


He's given up lamb altogether, al- 


though It is the staple meat in the typical 
Lebanese household. He was born In 
Lebanon but brought to the United States 
in Infancy. 


He also stays away from Lebanese res- 


taurants, but has retained his liking for 
humus and baba gannouj. The first Is a 
protein-rich dip mode with chick peas. 
The second is a dip mode with low-ca- 
loric eggplant. 


His advice for other people with weight 


problems Includes: 


If your spouse brings in food he or she 


shouldn't cat, start shopping together. 
This sometimes helps. 


CLEAR FOOD FROM the table as soon 


as a meal Is over. 


Never put a whole loaf of bread on 


tho table. 


Don't leave snacks around. Studies 


show an obese person continues to feed 
himself when there is an abundance of 
food cither In sight or in the refrigerator. 


Servo drinks in opaque containers. Re- 


search shows most fatties drink much 
more from a clear glass than from one 
that hies the liquid. 


Sweeten your coffee or tea with sugar 


(18 calorics a teaspoon) if you like, but 
don't cat cake, a sweet roll or ice cream 
with it. Even two or three teaspoonfuls of 


sugar contain far fewer calories than the 
desserts. 


Dr. Hashim also recommends garden- 


ing, especially if you plant low-caloric 
vegetables such as celery, zucchini 
squash and tomatoes. It's impossible to 
overeat vegetables, he said.

Food prices continue to be a source of 


Irritation among American homcmakcrs. 
At best, government reports Indicate that 
supplies will be adequate. But when it 
comes to pinpointing retail prlco ex- 
pectations those reports are of little val- 
ue. 


The same government reports, which 


come In assorted dozens, generally tell 
us that food prices arc stabilizing. Still, 
the stabilization is at a 1.5 per cent in- 


crease above a year ago — a tlmo when 
prices hit record highs. 


The feeling of tho food Industry is that 


consumers arc getting a bargain. Food In 
America Is cheap, they maintain. Com- 
pared to food costs in Japan they have a 
point.

While meat cools, cut a large 
fresh tomato into 8 wedges, slice 2 stalks 
celery, 'i cup onion, and 1 cup lettuce 
(head lettuce will bo more crisp). 


Mix V4 cup catsup, 1 tablespoon Wor- 


cestershire sauce, 1 teaspoon sugar, li 
teaspoon monosodlum glutamate. Sepa- 
rately mix 2 teaspoons cornstarch with 2 
teaspoons water. Also have ready \'* cup 
chicken stock or bouillon. 


Reheat wok or pan and add 2 table- 


spoons oil and 1 teaspoon salt. When pan 
is hot add celery, onion, and stock. Cover 
and cook 2 minutes. Add pork, then let- 
tuce and tomato wedges and stir for 1 
minute. Add cornstarch mixture and 
cook until thickened. Servo immediately 
to 4.

USDA's Agricultural Marketing Service 
(AMS) sap now Is a good tlmo to buy 
slewing beef, and all other types too. 
AMS says beef output is expected to be 
up from last >oar while retail prices 
have been dropping since February, and 
more reductions arc likely to continue. 


Beef stew is a convenient one-dish din- 


ner, containing meat, vegetables, and po- 
tatoes. 


BEKF STEW 


1/3 cup unsifted flour 
113 teaspoons salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 
lli IDS. boneless beef, 


cut into 1 inch cubes 
2 tablespoons fat or oil 


3% cups water 


3 medium sliced onions 
4 medium potatoes, cut into 
1 inch cubes 
5 medium carrots, quartered 
lli cups fresh or frozen peas 


Combine flour, salt and pepper. Coat 


meat with mixture. Brown meat thor- 
oughly in moderately hot fat in largo 
fry pan or deep pot. Sprinkle remaining 
flour mixture over browned meat; stir. 
Add water and cover tightly. Simmer 2 
to 3 hours, or until meat Is tender. Add 
onions, potatoes and carrots. Simmer, 
covered, 15 minutes. Add peas and sim- 
mer again until vegetables ore tender. 
Stir occasionally. (Serves six) 


Hero arc additional tips: When brown- 


ing meat cubes, don't crowd the pan. If 
the pan Is small, brown only a part at a 
time. Also, don't let the mixture boll: 
This can cause undesirable changes in 
the meat texture. You can omit browning 
the meat If desired. Thicken with a flour 
paste made with cold water after vege- 
tables are tender. 


This is the basic recipe for beef stew, 


but it can be varied according to your 
tastes. You might want to add other 
vegetables like lima beans, celery, or 
green peppers. Another variation is to in- 
clude two bay leaves and six cloves 
while cooking. Remember to remove 
them before serving. 


Charcoal broil squash 


Acorns and butternut squash, onions, 


potatoes, sweet and white and corn 
on tho cob should bo wrapped in 
aluminum foil for charcoal broiling. 


Charcoal briquet* arc made by con- 


verting forest industry byproducts under 
very high heat. They are then pulverized, 
mixed with other ingredients to improve 
quality, pressed hydraullcally Into pillow 
shapes, dried and packaged. 


To get more heat from burning bri- 


quets, tap them gently to remove the 
gray ash. 


Never leave an electric charcoal start- 


er on briquets more than eight minutes 
or you risk burning out the element. 


When you choose o grill for use on bal- 


conies or terraces, make it a heavy one, 
such as the nlbachl type, that Isn't cosily 
tipped over.

Don't let the fresh vegetable season 


slip by this summer without getting your 
fill of sweet corn-on-thc-cob. Since the 
days of the Pilgrims, corn-on-the-cob 
(boiled, steamed or roasted) has been a 
popular American favorite. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


says that fresh sweet corn is available 
practically every month of tho year, but 
mid-September. 


Look for cars that arc well covered 


with bright, plump kernels. Husks should 
be fresh and green. Silk-ends should be 
free of decay or worm injury and stems 
should not be discolored or dried. 


Avoid cars with under-developed ker- 


nels as well as very largo over-mature 
kernels. Also avoid kernels with de- 
pressed areas on tho outer surface. 
Avoid yellowed, wilted or dried husks 
and stems. 


Modern commercial practice calls for 


prompt cooling of fresh corn after it's 
harvested, so today's corn-on-thc-cob is 
better than ever. When you bring it home 
from the store, place it in the refrig- 
erator without delay. Then cook and cat 
it as soon as possible — the sooner the 
better. If corn is held too long, or at too 
high a temperature, tho sugar in tho ker- 
nels begins to turn to starch.

American will spend for food at and 
away from home this year, farmers will 
get only about $300. Fully half of the re- 
mainder — about $225 — will go to pay 
tho tab for labor. During the past 10 
years, labor costs in (he food industry 
havo soared a staggering 80 per cent, 
four times faster than productivity."

won't allow it, writes Bailey. Costs could 
be cut If bread and milk could be stacked 
on grocery shelves by store clerks In- 
stead of by highly paid delivery truck 
drivers.

And supermarket ex- 
penses could be reduced if retail clerks 
weren't so obstinately opposed to auto- 
mated checkout counters, continues the 
editorial.

' "Federal, state and local regulations 
add unnecessary millions of dollars to 
the cost of food. A single change by a 
single state In the ingredients required to 
be listed on sausage labels added 175,000 
a year to consumers costs. Absurdly con- 
fusing packaging and Inspection require- 
ments further boost grocery prices," 
states the editorial. 


Bailey calls his list incomplete, but a

price survey on Monday. Ground beef and bacon each Increased 15 cents 
from a week ago, accounting for the greatest jumps. Pork chopa and ocean 
perch fillets were up three cents in the same period. Whole broiler fryers, 
down three cents, accounted for the only decrease In the meat, fish, and 
poultry group. 


With the exception of American' processed cheese, down three cents, 


dairy products also showed increases. Butter, eggs and margarine rose 
one, two and three cents, respectively. 


Fruits and vegetables remained close to stable with variations of no 


more than a two-cent increase in canned pears. 


White bread declined three cents while grape jelly and salad oil rose one 


and two cents, respectively.

1 teaspoon salt 


1/8 teaspoon pepper 
1/3 cup salad oil 
1/3 cup milk 


Mix cooked rice, flour, sunflower 


seeds, wheat germ, salt and pepper in a 
bowl. Stir in oil and milk. Roll out dough 
between two pieces of waxed paper to a 
10-inch round. Remove top piece of wax- 
ed paper and turn pastry into a 9-inch 
pic plate. Remove second piece of waxed 
paper. Make rim on edge of crust. Bake 
in a 400 degree oven for 20 to 25 minutes, 
until lightly browned.

81-year-old widow 
scraps retirement

HOLLYWOOD — Ross Fix, a white- 


haired 81-jonr-old uidow, planned to live 
out her tlajs on a small pension in In- 
dianapolis. Instead she has a bright new 
career making television commercials. 


Despite white hair and clear hazel 


eyes, Airs Fix is not the sweet-faced 
flutlcry grandmother of movie ster- 
eotypes. She is poised, dignified and lives 
by tho solid tenets of Midwest mores and 
her strict Methodist upbringing. 


Since coming to Hollywood in 1009 sho 


has appeared in a score of commercials 
from beer and automobile blurbs to rid- 
ing a motorcycle and she models as well 
for magazine advertising. 


"I ALWAYS WANTED to bo on the 


stage as a girl," Mrs. Fix said during an 
Interview in her small, neat apartment, a 
trace of Indiana twang in her voice. 


"But my father was a strict Methodist 


and thought acting was sinful. 


"But fattier relented when I attended 


DoPauw University. Ho allowed mo to 
appear In the school plays. In thoso days 
it was a strict Methodist school with no 
card playing or dancing allowed. 


"Of course It never occurred to the stu- 


dents to smoko or drink. And the plays 
Merc all very traditional and correct." 


Although she fell In love with Julian 


Fix In college, Mrs. Fix took off the sum- 
mer of 1916 as a single girl to tour tho 
Central Community Chautauqua circuit 
with two other DcPauw graduates In an 
act they called, not loo originally, "Two 
Hits and a Miss." 


In the fall the Fixes were married. 


They eventually moved to Indianapolis 
where Fix worked for tho telephone com- 
pany and she taught English, speech and 
drama for 32 years at Arsenal Technical 
nigh School. 


"All those yean I was a frustrated ac- 


tress," Mrs. Fix sold. "But 1 kept up 
with tho students. Dealing with them ev- 
ery day never allowed mo to think old." 


Mrs. Fix has a son, Jay, who is now 


known as Jay Stewart, the announcer on 
television's "Let's Make a Deal." 


"Jay fulfilled my ambitions," Mrs. Fix 


said, laughing. "And occasionally my 
husband would appear with tho In- 
dianapolis Civic Theater. I even worked 
in one play with him, 'Tho Royal Fami- 
ly.' " 


IN 1911 Julian Fix died. Mrs. Fix re- 


tired In 1959 but continued on as a substi- 
tute teacher at Arsenal Tech earning $22 
a day. 
"In 1969 I became ill," Mrs. Fix said. 


"It was a matter of living out my days in 
Indianapolis or coming west to seo my 
•on, Jay. Ho rented this apartment for 


mo and I guess I could have continued to 
draw my pension and scrape along on 
Social Security " 


Instead, .she dusted off her performing 


ambitions. Her first job three ycurs ago 
was for a national hamburger chain, fol- 
lowed by a supermarket commercial. 
There have been jobs for cignrels, a sal- 
ad dressing, a brand of coffee and cam- 
eras, among others. 


She has a strange affinity for mo- 


lorcjcles, having done three such blurbs, 
for Honda, Kawasaki and another motor- 
bike featured In a beer ad. 


"Commercials have provided me with 


a wonderful Income," Mrs. Fix said. "I 
earned more when I uas BO years old 
than in any other year In my life It's 
certainly more than my $22-u-day substi- 
tute teaching. And when I'm not working 
I collect unemployment compensation to 
boot. 


"Afy motivation has been Jay. I want 


him to be proud of me. I enjoy it all. 
Working keeps mo Independent. I don't 
have to ask Joy for anything. He lives 
around the corner and wo manage to 
spend a great deal of time together. And 
I have two married granddaughters I seo 
from time to time." 


Ili:u SOCIAL I.I KK Is more active 


than it ever uas In Indiana. Mrs. Fix 
attends the Methodist Church each Sun- 
day. She Is a member of the Motion Pic- 
ture Mother's Club for mrthers of fa- 
mous performers, the Screen Smart Sot, 
the National League of American Pen 
Women, and Delta Kappa Gamma na- 
tional teachers' honorary society, along 
with the Friday Morning Club which, log- 
ically, meets every Friday morning. 


"These organizations develop a per- 


son," Mrs. Fix said. 


Last year Jay secretly entered a photo- 


graph of his mother in the Southern Cali- 
fornia Senior Citizen Beauty Contest. In 
all there were 500 applicants. Mrs. Fix 
was among the 25 finalists and has tho 
cup to prove It. 


A what-not shelf also holds the Woman 


of Achievement Award from the Holly- 
wood branch of the National League of 
American Pen Women, which sho won 
for some of the local radio scripts sho 
wrote over the years. 


"I haven't lost touch with my friends 


in Indianapolis," Mrs. Fix sold. "I talk 
to them on the telephone and wo ex- 
change letters. They arc very proud of 
my success out here. 


"But I lovo California now. I have a 


grave beside my husband's In Indiana, 
but I don't oven want to be put under tha 
cold sod back there."

She said residents have been call- 
Ing from Prairie View and Long Grove 
about working to reduce speed limits.

Public meet 
tonight on 
parks funds 


The Wheeling Park District Board 


tonight will conduct public hearings 
on the 197-1-73 appropriations ordi- 
nance, which is set at $476.702.

North of 
Wheeling the speed limits arc still 55 
m.p.h.

its according to the speeds that drivers 
travel, the residents hope to get drivers 
to travel slower, thus allowing the state 
to reduce the posted speeds.

Metal chunk 
fell from 
plane: FAA 


An Inspector with the Federal Aviation 


Administration said the jagged piece of 
metal which fell within 15 yards of two 
persons in Arlington Heights Tuesday 
has been identified as an airplane "wing 
flap cover." 


Milton S. Washington, FAA carrier op- 


erations inspector, said "we cannot be 
certain what plane it came off of" but 
added United Airlines has asked it be 
turned over to them. 


He said the aluminum alloy section, 


measuring about 1 foot by IK feet, will 
be turned over to the airline. He said any 
further investigation will be handled by 
the FAA certification holding office in 
San Francisco. 


He said United Airline's maintenance 


will be monitored "to see if the part was 
properly installed." 


THE HERALD carried a story in its 


Wednesday editions telling of the metal 
object which apparently fell from a jet- 
liner landing at O'Hare Airport. Robert 
Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debbie 
Kimball, who were making a land survey 
for the Arlington Heights Park District 
at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail 
Road, when the object hit the ground 
near them, brought the metal object to 
the Herald offices after they "were a 
little shaken" by the incident.

No formal status 
for federal 
probe in village 


The U.S. Attorney's Office has not in- 


itiated a formal investigation into wheth- 
er the Wheeling Village Board is trying 
to harass builders who cooperated in a 
federal probe of official Wheeling corrup- 
tion. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Howard Stone 


said, however his office is looking into a 
suit against the builders proposed by 
Trustee William Hein.

Cottony maple scale infecting trees throughout area 


Cottony maple scale looks like popcorn hanging on the tree.

Cottony maple scale, an insect that 


feeds on leaf tissue, has infected trees 
throughout the Northwest suburbs in one 
of the worst attacks by the insect in 
years. 


The Insect, which usually feeds on sil- 


ver and red maples, has been seen on all 
types of trees in the area, public works 
crews said. Roscoe Randall, entomologist 
for the University of Illinois, said this 
year's cottony maple scale is the worst 
he has seen In nine years. 


While the scale rarely kills trees, it 


does kill branches, libs and twigs, said 
Jim Flzzell, horticulturist for the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. Besides maples, honey locusts 
are also susceptible, he said. 


"It's been building up for three or four 


years now and it's pretty bad," he said. 
"I can't ever recall it being this bad." 


MOST REPORTS OF the scale have 


come from the Chicago area, Randall 
said. While most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs report widespread cases of the in- 
sect, Hoffman Estates officials said it 
has not been too bad there. 


"It could be that there are natural pre- 


dators of the scale out in the area be- 
cause it is still relatively open," said Fiz- 
zell. "There are still a lot of fields out 
there." He said the scale can be con- 
trolled naturally by bacteria and certain 
insects, including wasps. 


Late June and July are the peak sea- 


son for the scale, he said. The disease is 
easily recognized by popcorn-like co- 
coons hanging on tree branches. 


DAMAGE DONE by the scale comes 


when the insect crawls to the leaves and 
feeds on nutrients essential to the life of 
the tree. The Insect also secretes a sub- 
stance called honeydew which drips onto 
branches and foliage of infected trees as 
well as onto sidewalks and cars below. A 
sooty mold that sometimes grows in the 
honeydew causes branches and foliage to 
appear black. In the fall, after the scales 
mate, the female crawls back into its co- 
coon for the winter. 


Fizzel said the scale itself does not 


move from tree to tree, but is often car- 
ried on the feet of birds. 


Both Fizzell and Bob Towler, superin- 


tendent of the Des Plaines Park District 
and a forester, advise residents not to

School Dist. 96 Supt. William Hitzeman 


Wednesday denied Tho Herald access to 
two evaluations of the first year the Indi- 
vidually..

The ICE curriculum is a largely self- 


directed open-school type of program 
adopted in 1972 by the district, which 
serves the Lake County section of Buf- 
falo Grove and Long Grove.

THE VILLAGE program provides 


free blood replacement anywhere In 


the country for all residents if 4 per 
cent of them donate a pint of blood 
each year. 


The village recently completed its 


first year of eligibility In the NSBC 
program and with the upcoming 
drive will be starting another year. 
In the next year village residents will 
have to donate 760 pints to remain 
eligible. 


If the village should fall short of Its 


quota, all those that have donated 
and members of their immediate 
families remain eligible. They will be 
given as much blood as they need for 


as long as necessary. 


Donors must be 18 to 65 years old 


and weigh at least 110 pounds. Per- 
sons who nave had hepatitis are not 
eligible to donate. 


Sylvia Bogart, a member of the vil- 


lage blood commission, said in the 
past some donors have been turned 
away because they were unaware of 
dietary restrictions that should be 
observed before the drawing. Donors 
are <not supposed to eat fatty foods 
within four hours of the drawing or 
drink alcoholic beverages within 12 
hours. 


The existence of the reports one made 


in December, 1972, and the other in June, 
1973, was first disclosed Monday night. 
Copies of the reports were distributed to 
school board members only and the eval- 
uations were never made public. 


HITZEMAN SAID Tuesday copies of 


the reports were available from him for 
a n y o n e to read. However, efforts 
Wednesday to obtain the 'reports from 
Hitzeman were unsuccessful. 


The superintendent was approached by 


a reporter after attending a meeting at 
Twin Groves School and asked to be 
allowed to either copy or read the eval- 
uations.

Cottony maple scale infecting trees throughout area 


Cottony maple scale looks like popcorn hanging on the tree.

Cottony maple scale, an insect that 


feeds on leaf tissue, has infected trees 
throughout the Northwest suburbs in one 
of the worst attacks by the Insect in 
years. 


The Insect, which usually feeds on sil- 


ver and red maples, has been seen on all 
types of trees in the area, public works 
crews said. Roscoe Randall, entomologist 
for the University of Illinois, said this 
year's cottony maple scale Is the worst 
he has seen in nine years. 


While the scale rarely kills trees, it 


does kill branches, libs and twigs, said 
Jim Fizzell, horticulturist for the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. Besides maples, honey locusts 
are also susceptible, he said. 


"It's been building up for three or four 


years now and it's pretty bad," he said. 
"I can't ever recall it being this bad." 


MOST REPORTS OF the scale have 


come from the Chicago area, Randall 
said. While most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs report widespread cases of the in- 
sect, Hoffman Estates officials said it 
has not been too bad there. 


"It could be that there are natural pre- 


dators of the scale out in the area be- 
cause it is still relatively open," said Fiz- 
zell. "There are still a lot of fields out 
there." He said the scale can be con- 
trolled naturally by bacteria and certain 
insects, including wasps. 


Late June and July are the peak sea- 


son for the scale, he said. The disease is 
easily recognized by popcorn-like co- 
coons hanging on tree branches. 


DAMAGE DONE by the scale comes 


when the insect crawls to the leaves and 
feeds on nutrients essential to the life of 
the tree. The insect also secretes a sub- 
stance called honeydew which drips onto 
branches and foliage of infected trees as 
well as onto sidewalks and cars below. A 
sooty mold that sometimes grows in the 
honeydew causes branches and foliage to 
appear black. In the fall, after the scales 
mate, the female crawls back into its co- 
coon for the winter. 


Fizzel said the scale itself does not 


move from tree to tree, but is often car- 
ried on the feet of birds. 


Both Fizzell and Bob Towler, superin- 


tendent of the Des'Plaines Park District 
and a forester, advise residents not to

CORPSE, said her group wilt welcome 
representation from other communities 
because "we need as much help as pos- 
sible." 


Mrs. Fredrlckson said CORPSE mem- 


bcrs already arc planning to contact the 
Buffalo Grove police, saying that this de- 
partment obo b handling too many traf- 
fic accidents caused by the high speed 
limits. She said residents have been call- 
ing from Prairie View and Long Grove 
about working to reduce speed limits. 


WHEELING RESIDENTS have been 


complaining about hazardous traffic con- 
ditions since the McHcnry Road aroa be- 
gan to attract apartment and townhousc 
projects. Mrs. Fredenickson said such 
projects are being 
built all along 


McHonry Road north of Wheeling, and 
said these areas therefore are ex- 
periencing similar problems.

accidents on the Wheeling section of 
McHcnry Road In the last year. Mrs.

No formal status 
for federal 
probe in village 


The U.S. Attorney's Office has not in- 


itiated a forma! investigation into wheth- 
er the Wheeling Village Board is trying 
to harass builders who cooperated in a 
federal probe of official Wheeling corrup- 
tion. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Howard Stone 


said, however his office is looking into a 
suit against the builders proposed by 
Trustee William Hcln. The trustee has 
called for restrictions on the future build- 
ing by these developers in addition to 
suing them for damages resulting from a 
zoning extortion scheme involving for- 
mer and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials. 


"WE'RE GOING TO take a strong look 


to sec what's going on," Stone said, not- 
ing that his office is concerned with any 
type of possible harassment. He said the 
builders Involved in the extortion scheme 
are entitled to some protection if the suit 
is designed as retaliation. 


Stone earlier had explained that the 


Wheeling case differs from the situation 
which allowed the Village of Hoffman 
Estates to sue developer Kaufman and 
Broad for damages in a bribery cose. He 
said that the developers in Wheeling 
were "victims" of an extortion scheme 
devised by local officials, and therefore 
were not guilty of any crime. 


Stone said the Village of Wheeling 


would legally only be able to sue those 
officials who took part in the extortion 
scheme and thus damaged the village. 
Four of six former and present officials 
indicted Jon. 31 have already been con- 
victed, with three sentenced to prison 
terms. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD has not yet 


taken any action on the suit proposed by 
Hcln. The trustees directed the village 
attorney to prepare a report on the pro- 
posal, which includes a 10-year ban on 
any building by developers involved in 
the scandal. Hcln also has called for full 
disclosure of the developers' property 
holdings in the village and a review of 
plans for their developments to deter- 
mine if any changes were made. 
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Dist. 96 wrapup 
District drops out of bilingual plan 


School Dist. 96 has withdrawn from a cooperative program 


to offer bilingual instruction for Spanish-speaking students 
and children with Spanish surnames. 


Along with Dist. 96 and High School Dist 125, which serve 


the Lake County section of Buffalo Grove, Elementary School 
Districts 102 and 103 applied for a $20,000 grant for the pro- 
gram from the state superintendent's office. 


The grant was approved about two weeks ago, but Monday 


night the Dist. 96 school board decided to drop out of the 
program because of a state requirement that bilingual stu- 
dents are to be separated from their classmates for special 
instruction. 


Dist. 96 Supt. William Hltzeman said bilingual pupils would 


have to spend from 250 to 300 minutes per week away from 
their classmates to meet with bilingual instructors. 


Dist 125 plans to go ahead with the program, although it is 


not known whether Districts 102 and 103 will participate. Hit- 
zeman said Dist. 96 will be able to join the program later, 
possibly next year.

State law won't 
settle special eel 
teacher question

State laws governing learning-dis- 


abilities programs set no teacher-student 
ratios for the type of program run In Elk 
Grove Township DUt. 59, a state school 
official said yesterday. 


Margaret Pheo, on education coordina- 


tor of the Office of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, said yesterday that 
there Is no law limiting class size in 
l e a r n i n g disabilities programs that 
"work on a resource basis." 


Dist. 39 currently has 17 full-time 


teachers who work with students with 
learning problems on a supplemental 
basis. The youngsters are assigned to 
regular classrooms but meet with the LD 
resource teachers several times a week 
to work on individual problems. 


The question of the district's legal re- 


sponsibility to youngsters with learning 
disabilities arose at Monday night's 
school board meeting when the board de- 
clined to provide money for four addi- 
tional learning disabilities teachers in 
the 1074-75 budget. 


BOARD MEMBER Emil Bahnmaler 


said the board has not "completely can- 
celed out" the hiring of the additional 
staff but wants a "legal definition" of 
what special education services it must 
provide. 


Phcc sold self-contained classrooms 


for learning disabilities students arc lim- 
ited to 10 students but there "basically 
isn't a limit" for resource typo pro- 
grams. 


"There is no percentage — nothing 


says there has to bo so and so many 
teachers." she said. "In terms of the dis- 
trict, if they can provide service with 17 
teachers, then it's OK." 


Supt. James Ervlti requested the addi- 


tional LD teachers — who would work 
with students at Dan Cook and Grant 
Wood schools and Lively and Friendship 
junior high schools 
—because more 


youngsters with learning problems were 
identified in a screening program last 
spring. 


housing, backyard sidewalks described 
as green belts and what developers said 
was a totally different use of open space. 


Centex planner Michael Ives reviewed 


what he termed a concept for devel- 
opment of a 204-acre portion of a 700- 
acre tract Centex should develop within 
the next three years. During Wednes- 
day's special meeting the review was 
mainly of a single-family zero lot line 
area of 1,537 dwelling units for a total 
density of 7.5 units per acre. Ives at- 
tempted to show planners that the 4,000- 
square-foot lots would give homeowners 
more land use than the 7,500 square-foot 
lot the ordinance now requires for single- 
family houses. 


HE EXPLAINED THAT zero lot line 


construction, the practice of building a 
home on the side lot line instead of tho 
designated distance from the lot line as 
present ordinances require, gave home- 
owners total sidcyard privacy. "The next 
house olsa is placed on the opposite lot 
line leaving a large sidcyard Instead of 
the usual 15-foot easement," he said. 


Commission member Bill Wesley dis- 


agreed with Ives that a sidcyard which 
could vary from 10 to 30 foot would give 
residents more privacy. He also was crit- 
ical of the idea that a total backyard 
would be approximately 15 feet and said 
common green belt areas as Ives de- 
scribed them were "llttlo more than 
pathways separating backs of houses." 


Wesley said Instead of a park-like 


green area, paper plans showed that ac- 
tual construction will leave homeowners 
with nothing more than sidewalks be- 
tween houses. The general opinion of 
commission members was that Ives' con- 
cept of making total use of the land was 
good, but the proximity of buildings and 
density were all wrong. 


Wesley told Ives he thought the one 


thing that made a zero lot line concept 
good was a large common green area 
shared by a cluster of houses. "You are 
not showing us that," he said. 


Edward Houscr, another commission 


member, told Ives he didn't like the fact 
that the plan for tho 204-acrc single-family 
area showed just four acres of private 
park. "What ore wo going to tell those 
unhappy homeowners in years to come 
when they tell the park district officials 
they want something for their tax dol- 
lars," he said. 


CENTEX'S PLAN for development 


showed no consideration of the 10 per 
cent land dedication required of all build- 
ers by the village. 


The development is west of Meacham 


Road and north of Nerge Road. 


Although Weber did not elaborate on 


plans for the rest of tho acreage he said 
a 195-acre parcel would have 3,516 apart- 
ment units in multi-storied buildings for 
a total of IB units per acre, and another 
parcel of land would have 100 townhouse 
units.

Ridge School principal makes sure kids don't let big one get away 


Even little ones can land big ones, 


when the little ones are children in a 
Ridge School summer fishing class and 
the big ones are blucgill fish. 


The principal of the Elk Grove Village 


school, Robert Koehnke, is in this third 
summer of teaching the class. What 
prompted him to teach it, he said, was 
seeing youngsters sitting around lakes 
holding fishing rods, with their bobbers 
floating. 


"It's kind of discouraging, because you 


know they won't catch anything," he 
said. 


Koehnke said he enjoys teaching and 


has been fishing since he was younger 
than the children he teaches. "Anytime 
there was a puddle nearby, I used to test 
it out," he said. 


THE KEY TO TEACHING fishing to 


children and keeping them interested Is 
to get off to a successful start, he said. 
His class took Its second trip to Cosman 


Lake in Elk Grove Village Tuesday. 
Koehnke said he likes that lake for early 
summer fishing because there are so 
many bluegills, small bass and catfish 
there, the children have no trouble col- 
lecting a string. 


During the first trip this summer, ev- 


eryone caught at least six fish, and some 
caught as many as 30, he said. 


"The first trip is always funny," he 


said. For many, it Is the first time 
they've ever held a fishing pole. Koehnke 
requires all students to know two things 
before going on a trip — how to tie a 
"good fisherman's knot" and how to take 
apart a reel and -put It back together 
again. 


"I try to do as little as possible for 


them," he said, although he sometimes 
has to take a child by the hand and help 
him put a worm on the hook or take a 
fish off. "By two or three trips they're 
doing it by themselves," he said. 


"It's satisfying to see them become 


self-sufficient," he said. 


KOEHNKE WROTE a magazine ar- 


ticle last year about his first fishing field 
trip, which appeared in the May/June is- 
sue of The Lunkcr Hole. 


The first thing he learned about teach- 


ing fishing, Koehnke said, was that he 
was "a little ambitious." 


"My big problem was to try to distill 


my information into small parcels that 
could easily be digested by students and 
also be presented in such a way as to be 
enjoyable," he said. He said he found he 
was over-teaching at first, but now he 
tries to concentrate on the very basics. 


"Before we go on a trip, we talk about 


the lake itself," he said, including what 
types of bait Is best and where to look 
for the fish. 


KOEHNKE DOESN'T hold a regular 


class for his 40 students. Instead, he 
meets with them in small groups. After 
fishing trips, the groups discuss what 


they did right and wrong that caused 
them to catch or miss fish. 


The fish they catch are usually small 


and bony and hard to eat, Koehnke said, 
but what matters to the children is the 
quantity. Some take their fish home for 
dinner, but many donate their smaller 
catches to cooking classes. 


Koehnke said he wants the class to try 


different areas and different kinds of 
fishing, so there will be another trip be- 
fore summer school is over in August. 


Koehnke said he's had a few students 


who take the class more than once, and 
he works with them on more advanced 
aspects of fishing and ways to catch big- 
ger fish. 


Other students come up to Koehnke 


during the school year, to tell him fish 
stories and talk about their fathers' 
catches. 


Koehnke's own favorite kind of fishing 


is bass, and he fishes about once a week. 


"But I'm not fussy. If there's water, 


I'll go fishing," he said. 


Cottony maple scale infecting trees throughout area 


Cottony maple scale looks like popcorn hanging on the tree.

Cottony maple scale, an bisect that 


feeds on leaf tissue, has infected trees 
throughout the Northwest suburbs in one 
of the worst attacks by the insect in 
years. 


The insect, which usually feeds on sil- 


ver and red maples, has been seen on all 
types of trees in the area, public works 
crews said. Roscoe Randall, entomologist 
for the University of Illinois, said this 
year's cottony maple scale is the worst 
he has seen in nine years. 


While the scale rarely kills trees, it 


does kill'branches, libs and twigs, said 
Jim Flzzell, horticulturist for the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. Besides maples, honey locusts 
are also susceptible, he said. 


"It's been building up for three or four 


years now and it's pretty bad," he said. 
"I can't ever recall it being this bad." 


MOST REPORTS OF the scale have 


come from the Chicago area, Randall 
said. While most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs report widespread cases of the in- 
sect, Hoffman Estates officials said it 
has not been too bad there. 


"It could be that there are natural pre- 


dators of the scale out in the area be- 
cause it is still relatively open," said Fiz- 
zell. "There are still a lot of fields out 
there." He said the scale can be con- 
trolled naturally by bacteria and certain 
insects, including wasps. 


Late June and July are the peak sea- 


son for the scale, he said. The disease is 
easily recognized by popcorn-like co- 
coons hanging on tree branches. 


DAMAGE DONE by the scale comes 


when the Insect crawls to the leaves and 
feeds on nutrients essential to the life of 
the tree. The insect also secretes a sub- 
stance called honeydew which drips onto 
branches and foilage of infected trees as 
well as onto sidewalks and cars below. A 
sooty mold that sometimes grows in the 
honeydew causes branches and foliage to 
appear black. In the fall, after the scales 
mate, the female crawls back into its co- 
coon for the winter. 


Fizzel said the scale itself does not 


move from tree to tree, but is often car- 
ried on the feet of birds.

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Most charged on marijuana counts 
Drug abuse problem grows 
here; 1974 arrests triple 


by DIANE STEFANOS 


Palatine police say that drug abuse in 


the village continues to increase, and 
three times as many juveniles have been 
arrested tills year compared with 1973 
for drug-related offenses. 


Forty juveniles and 25 adults have 


been arrested this year for drug use and 
possession, compared with the seven 
adults and eight Juveniles arrested for 
drug related offenses during the first six 
months of 1973. Two thirds of the drug 
related arrests since January this year 
have been for possession or use of mari- 
juana. 


This summer many of the drugs circu- 


lating in the village arc coming into the 
hands of juveniles through suppliers who 
work In the Deer Grovo Forest Pre- 
serves at the northeast side of Palatine 
off of Dundee Road, police say. It's a 
secluded and accessible spot where, on 
the overage. IS to 22-year-olds congre- 
gate In the hundreds to sell and use 


Metal chunk 
fell from 
plane: FAA 


An inspector with the Federal Aviation 


Administration said the jagged piece of 
metal which fell within 15 yards of two 
persons in Arlington Heights Tuesday 
has been identified as an airplane "wing 
flap cover." 


Milton S. Washington, FAA carrier op- 


erations inspector, said "we cannot bo 
certain what plane It came off of" but 
added United Airlines has asked it be 
turned over to them. 


He said the aluminum alloy section, 


measuring about I foot by i£ feet, will 
be turned over to the airline. He said any 
further Investigation will be handled by 
the FAA certification holding office In 
San Francisco. 


He said United Airline's maintenance 


will be monitored "to see if the part was 
properly installed." 


THE HERALD carried a story In its 


Wednesday editions telling of tho metal 
object which apparently fell from a jet- 
liner landing at O'Hara Airport. Robert 
Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debblo 
KJmball, who were making a land survey 
for tho Arlington Heights Park District 
at Bclmont Avcnuo and Council Trail 
Road, when tho object hit the ground 
near them, brought the metal object to 
the Herald offices after they "were a 
little shaken" by the Incident. 


Washington sold it is "very unusual" 


for an airliner to lose a piece of equip- 
ment. "But it's Just like a car," he said. 
"Parts aren't designed to como off, but 
sometimes they do." 


United Airlines officials said they have 


been unable to determine whether tho 
metal came from one of Its jetliners. 


mostly marijuana and POP, an animal 
tranqullizer, according to police. 


"There are even some kids In the 


groves who have $75 a day heroin habits 
that they have to support by stealing 
Items and reselling them for the money 
they need to buy the stuff," said Sgt. 
Ralph Winkelhakc, youth officer. 


PALATINE POLICE have no jurisdic- 


tion in the groves except for going in 
there to find a reported runaway juvenile 
or to go after someone they have an ar- 
rest warrant for and know is a regular 
"grove patron." But, that's how the Pala 
tlno police have made six drug-related 
arrests In the groves in the past year; by 
tracking down kids for other crimes and 
by then discovering that the kids also are 
in possession of drugs. 


The kids In the grove know the officers 


by name. Tho officers know pretty much 
what's going on in the groves. They knew 
that the few forest rangers who regularly 
patrol the groves have gone into an area 
where hundreds of kids have been and 
picked up some 250 kinds of pills off the 
ground, Winkelhakc said. 


In Palatine, more drug arrests are 


being made because of police effort to- 
ward seeking out and controlling drug 
abuse, Wlnkclhake said. 


Police havn more juvenile contacts, 


they have more sources of information 
on who's selling drugs, where drugs are 
circulating, and who's using them. 


"All that has to be done is to catch 


someone in the act of using, selling or 
passing drugs as proof. And that is the 
most difficult thing to do, and yet would 
be the most effective means of drug con- 
trol," Wlnkelhake said. 


THE PALATINE JAYCEES' "Turn In 


a Pusher Program" (TIP), that has op- 
crated since April 1, has also helped in- 
crease the number of drug arrests by 
supplying Palatine and County Sheriff's 
Police with at least 25 loads on drug 


sales and users. Although tips from mos- 
tly •unidentified citizens have led to a 
number of drug related arrests in the 
past few months, no convictions have re- 
sulted. 


Palatine police have also worked with 


plalnclothes agents of the Metropolitan 
Narcotics and Dangerous Drug Enforce- 
ment Group and members of the Sher- 
iff's Police In order to catch drug sup- 
pliers and users "in the act," according 
to Sgt. Robert M. Ward of the Palatine 
Police Dept. 


Juveniles have been arrested for pos- 


session of as much as 213 grams of mari- 
juana and as little as 1.8 grams. The cir- 
cumstances of the arrest and the amount 
of substance that the juvenile has deter- 
mines the consequences that the juve- 
nile, under 17 years of age, will face. 


A serious offender will be referred to a 


juvenile court. Less serious offenders are 
r e f e r r e d to local drug counseling 
agencies such as The Bridge youth group 
in Palatine or the Northwest Human Re- 
source and Development Center in Roll- 
ing Meadows. Other times, offenders are 
retained by the Palatine police for su- 
pervision or are released to their parents 
under certain stipulations. 


TO INCREASE DRUG education in the 


community, Palatine Village Pros. Wen- 
dell Jones recently appointed a Universi- 
ty of Illinois professor of pharmacology, 
Dr. Ralph W. Morris of Palatine, as the 
village's drug-education advisor. 


Morris will voluntarily offer advice, 


consultation, and information to village 
and police officials, community groups, 
and residents on drugs and drug control. 
He will work to publish information 
pamphlets throughout the community 
and offer drug information seminars to 
Interested residential groups. 


Jones believes the drug-abuse problem 


in Palatine can be decreased if parental

Many cement projects ready 
to resume when strike ends 


The end of the cement truckdrivers 


strike expected Monday will mean re- 
sumption of several major tax-funded 
projects in Palatine. 


Fred Hall, director of the Palatine 


Park District, said that he expects ce- 
ment to be poured for the wading pool, 
deck, and concession areas of the new 
Blrchwood complex pool. The 50-meter, 
Olympic size swimming pool will "prob- 
ably" open 10-14 days after construction 
on the pool area is resumed, Hall said. 


The Warcho! Construction Co. of Elgin 


is the general contractor for the entire 
Blrchwood Park complex, a $922,000 
project on a 12-acre parcel at 435 W. Illi- 
nois Ave. in Palatine. 


Wally GIdcn, superintendent of the 


Alan Construction Co., which is respon- 
sible for the construction of the new Pal- 


atine Public Library, expects construc- 
tion to resume during the middle of next 
week. 


If cement truck drivers go back to 


work Monday, Glden expects cement to 
be poured into the library's already laid 
forms and underground plumbing by 
Wednesday. 


Although the library, to be built at 


Benton Street and Northwest Highway, 
was scheduled for completion by April 
17, 1975, Giden said that the library 
opening will probably be delayed by 90 
days. 


Both tho park district swimming pool 


and the library projects are considered 
high priority projects that have had con- 
struction requests submitted for some 
time. Therefore, both projects will re- 
ceive cement immediately after the 
strike is ended, according to officials.

Despite issuance of 3350,000 in bonds 
Park district must have U.S. 
funds to buy 30 acre plot 


The Palatine Rural Park District will 


be unable to purchase 30 acres of pros- 
pective park land without governmental 
funding. 


Roger Bjorvik, park district attorney, 


said that despite the recent issuance of 
$350,000 in general obligation bonds, the 
rural park district will need additional 
state and federal funds to purchase all 
the land sites desired. 


Money from the bonds and government 


funds will be used to purchase the dis- 
trict's first park sites which park com- 
missioners are presently investigating. 
Park officials are considering a park site 
located in the Pepper Tree subdivision 
near Pepper Tree Drive and Garden 
Road. The park district is also consid- 
ering a five-acre lot located in the north- 
east corner of Pepper Tree Farms for 
possible land development. 


The rural park district is seeking an 


Illinois Dept. of Conservation grant that 
would pay approximately 75 per cent of 
the cost of these properties. Bjorvik ex- 
pects to find out'whether the district will 
receive the state funds by September. 


PARK DISTRICT officials also are in- 


vestigating the possible purchase of land 
adjacent to Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict flood control sites in Palatine Town- 
ship. The district is looking into a 10-acre 
site adjoining a northern MSD flood con- 


trol location. It is also investigating a 15- 
acre site adjoining a southern MSD flood 
control location in the southern portion of 
the township. 


The rural park district has applied to 


the U.S. Department of the Interior, Bu- 
reau of Outdoor Recreation, for a federal 
grant that would provide 50 per cent in 
matching funds for tho purchase of euch 
sites. Bjorvik said that he does not ex- 
pect to find out whether the district will 
receive these federal funds until early in 
1975. 


The district will "probably" purchase 


some land even if it does not receive the 


state or federal funds. In addition to the 
bond money, the district will also be able 
to operate on a $180,000 tax levy for 1974. 
The district's 1973 tax levy was $144,000. 


The district does not want to jeopard- 


ize its chances of receiving government 
funding by purchasing the land sites 
being investigated with the minimal 
funds presently available, Bjorvik said. 


The Rural Park District will meet at 7 


p.m. Monday at Prince of Peace Luther- 
an Church, 1190 Hicks Rd. in Palatine, to 
further discuss its future plans for devel- 
opment. 


County board OKs 20-acre rezoning 


The Cook County Board of Commis- 


sioners has approved rezoning of 20 
acres at Dundee and Baldwin roads for a 
commercial center. 


The property formerly was zoned for 


single-family residence. 


At a meeting Monday, the board did 


not act on the rezoning of two other Pal- 
atine Township parcels, and sent both 
requests back to the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals for review. 


General commercial zoning for a 


Mi-acre parcel near Rand and Dundee 
roads has been requested for the con- 
struction of a drive-in restaurant. The 
property is presently zoned for single- 
family residence. 


A 4^4-acre parcel also near Rand and 


Dundee roads will be the site of a shop- 
ping center if the zoning of the property 
is changed from single-family residence 
to general service zoning as is being re- 
quested. 


Cottony maple scale infecting trees throughout area 


Cottony maple scale looks like popcorn hanging on the tree.

Cottony maple scale, an insect that 


feeds on leaf tissue, has infected trees 
throughout the Northwest suburbs in one 
of the worst attacks by the insect in 
years. 


The insect, which usually feeds on sil- 


ver and red maples, has been seen on all 
types of trees in the area, public works 
crews said. Roscoe Randall, entomologist 
for the University of Illinois, said this 
year's cottony maple scale is the worst 
he has seen in nine years. 


While the scale rarely kills trees, it 


does kill branches, libs'and twigs, sold 
Jim Fizzell, horticulturist for the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. Besides maples, honey locusts 
are also susceptible, he said. 


"It's been building up for three or four 


years now and it's pretty bad," he said. 
'"I can't ever recall it being this bad." 


MOST REPORTS OF the scale have 


come from the Chicago area, Randall 
said. While most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs report widespread cases of the in- 
sect, Hoffman Estates officials said it 
has not been too bad there. 


"It could be that there are natural pre- 


dators of the scale out in the area be- 
cause it is still relatively open," said Fiz- 
zell. "There are still a lot of fields out 
there." He said the scale can be con- 
trolled naturally by bacteria and certain 
insects, including wasps. 


Late June and July are the peak sea- 


son for the scale, he said. The disease is 
easily recognized by popcorn-like co- 
coons hanging on tree branches. 


DAMAGE DONE by the scale comes 


when the insect crawls to the leaves and 
feeds on nutrients essential to the life of 
the tree. The insect also secretes a sub- 
stance called honeydew which drips onto 
branches and foliage of infected trees as 
well as onto sidewalks and cars below. A 
sooty mold that sometimes grows in the 
honeydew causes branches and foliage to 
appear black. In the fall, after the scales 
mate, the female crawls back into its co- 
coon for the winter. 


Fizzel said the scale itself does not 


move from tree to tree, but is often car- 
ried on the feet of birds. 


Both Fizzell and Bob Towler, superin- 


tendent of the Des Plaines Park District 
and a forester, advise residents not to

Cook County apparently has failed to 


issue some $100,000 due Rolling Meadows 
In real estate tax funds for the first half 
of 1874. 


The money is due from the first half 


payment of 1072 real estate tax bills 
which was due In March. Real estate tax 
bills for 1073 hnvo yet lo be issued by the 
county because of the failure by the state 
legislature to determine a tax equalizer, 
but first half payments were collected 
based on estimates of 1072 bills. 


The money Is levied by the city to fund 


primarily the fire department and li- 
brary since the city I-wlcs no role for 
municipal services. Some $150,000 has al- 
ready been borrowed from the city's fed- 
oral revenue sharing fund to bolster the 
fire department and library coffers. 


City Treasurer Robert Cole said 


Wednesday the financial situation has 
not improved since the borrowing was

"Parts aren't designed to como off, but 
sometimes they do." 


United Airlines officials said they have 


been unable to determine whether tho 
metal came from ono of Its jetliners. 


authorized last month because tax funds 
have not come. 


COLE SAID county officials have In- 


formed tho city by letter that the matter 
is being "investigated" to determine why 
the funds have not boon sent. 


About $60,000 in real estate tax monies 


have been sent but Cole estimates about 
$150,000 to $175,000 should have been pro- 
vided to date. The city had estimated it 
would receive about $400,000 In real es- 
tate tax funds for the fire department 
this year and about $142,000 for the li- 
brary, budget figures show. 


The figures are based on tax levies of 


40 cents per $100 assessed valuation for 
the fire department and 15 cents per $100 
assessed valuation for tho library. The 
city has estimated its total assessed 
valuation would be about $100 million. 


The taxes due to date would be equal 


to somewhat less than half those sums, 
since the first installments on tax bills 
wore estimated according to last year's 
collected figures, which were based on a 
city assessment of about $82 million. 


County spokesmen In the treasurer's 


office, the assessor's office and the real 
estate assessor's office were unaware of 
the situation and could not comment. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the real estate 


assessor's office sold, however, that the 
delay in providing the money may be be- 
cause some residents and industries have 
failed to pay their first Installment bills, 
even though tho March deadline has 
passed. 


"Some people don't have the money at 


the time and just wait and pay the penal- 
ty," the spokesman said. 


Second installments on the bills would 


have been due Aug. 1 under the new col- 
lection schedule which had been planned 
this year, but that date will almost cer- 
tainly be waived because of the bill de- 
lays. 


Continued delays In the issuance and 


collection of the funds "won't help at 
all," Cole added, since it will mean long- 
er delays in funds being distributed to 
municipalities. 


The fire department and library funds 


arc being aided with the borrowed reve- 
nue sharing money to avoid serious fi- 
nancial shortages, but City Mgr. James 
Watson and Cole have directed the de- 
partments as well as others in the city to 
hold the line on spending as long as the 
tax delay situation exists.

Cottony maple scale infecting trees throughout area 


Cottony maple scale looks like popcorn hanging on the tree.

Cottony maple scale, an insect that 


feeds on leaf tissue, has infected trees 
throughout the Northwest suburbs in one 
of the worst attacks by the insect in 
years. 


The insect, which usually feeds on sil- 


ver and red maples, has been seen on all 
types of trees in the area, public- works 
crews said. Roscoe Randall, entomologist 
for the University of Illinois, said this 
year's cottony maple scale is the worst 
he has seen in nine years. 


While the scale rarely kills trees, it 


does kill branches, libs and twigs, said 
Jim Fizzell, horticulturist for the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. Besides maples, honey locusts 
are also susceptible, he said. 


"It's been building up for three or four 


years now and it's pretty bad," he said. 
"I can't ever recall it being this bad." 


MOST REPORTS OF the scale have 


come from the Chicago area, Randall 
said. While most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs report widespread cases of the in- 
sect, Hoffman Estates officials said it 
has not been too bad there. 


"It could be Out there are natural pro- 


dators of the scale out in the area be- 
cause it is still relatively open," said Fiz- 
zell. "There are still a lot of fields out 
there." He said the scale can be con- 
trolled naturally by bacteria and certain 
insects, including wasps. 


Late June and July are the peak sea- 


son for the scale, he said. The disease is 
easily recognized by popcorn-like co- 
coons hanging on tree branches. 


DAMAGE DONE by the scale comes 


when the insect crawls to the leaves and 
feeds on nutrients essential to the life of 
the tree. The Insect also secretes a sub-, 
stance called honeydew which drips onto 
branches and foliage of infected trees as 
well as onto sidewalks and cars below. A 
sooty mold that sometimes grows in the 
honeydew causes branches and foliage to 
appear black. In the fall, after the scales 
mate, the female crawls back into its co- 
coon for the winter. 


Fizzel said the scale itself does not 


move from tree to tree, but is often car- 
ried on the feet of birds.

Residents from five apartments at 


Schaumburg Green will be forcibly 
evicted by the end of the month, accord- 
Ing to the apartment complex's manage- 
ment. 


The residents withheld part or all of 


their rent for July because they felt they 
wore not receiving services included In 
the rent such as alr-conditlonJng, swim- 
ming pool facilities and security. 


Other residents complained about the 


inconveniences they were forced to put 
up with because of difficulties the builder 
met with construction delays. Several of 
these residents were planning to withhold 
part of their rent for August if the ser- 
vices promised did not materialize. 


SCIIAUMIIt'itC. GtlKKN. located on 


Wise Hd nest of Roscllc Road, Is n .167- 
unit apartment complex that opened 
June 1. It Is funded In part by state and 
federal government and has 110 units re- 
served for subsidized rent. 


Most of the residents complained about 


the lack of alr-condltloning during the 
last few not weeks. Central air-condition- 
ing is Included in the rental agreement, 
however, complete Installation was delay 
cd and further complicated when In- 
adequate voltage was supplied to the 
complex by (ho electric company. 


Commonwealth Edison Co. corrected 


tho voltage and the alr-conditloning 
started working Tuesday. 


Larry Baxter, who withheld $50 of the 


July rent because tho alr-conditloning 
was not working, received on eviction no- 
tlco Wednesday. Ho was told when he 
signed his lease during tho spring that 
everything would be ready by the time 
ho moved In June I. 


Air-conditioning was particularly Im- 


portant to him and his wife, Dorothy, be- 
cause she has n bronchial asthmatic con- 
dition and Is expecting In September. 
During the hot spells she was forced to 
go to her mother's house In Schaumburg 
so she could breathe to sleep. 


TIIEV ALSO HAD to move out of their 


original one-bedroom apartment three 
days after they moved in because it was 
flooded by a broken waterplpc. 


Mrs. Baxter said they had to move 


their furniture and belongings to a sec- 
ond floor apartment and did not receive 
any help from tho management. She said 
(he management did offer compensation 
for any damage to their belongings al- 
though no damage occurred. 


At the time, she said they were told the 


management was going to do "something 
fantastic" for them because of all the In- 
conveniences. 


Management sent them a carry-out 


Chinese dinner. 


The Baxters also complained about 


the security at the apartment complex. 
The model apartment building has a 
front window panel missing at the en- 
trance and tho front door Is not locked. A 
24-hour security system is provided, but 
they said they found tho guard asleep 
onco In front of their door. 


JUDY FULLER, manager, said tho 


guard was fired the day after that In- 
cident and that tho front door would be 
secured with a lock once the construction 
work Is completed in the building. 


Donna Lcwandowskl also complained 


about the security. She said she has 
come home to find someone had been In 
her apartment, eaten groceries and 
broken a stereo system. 


"It's like living In a hotel, only they 


mess things up Instead of getting them 
cleaner." she said. 


She said many residents have con- 


tacted lawyers to find out what action 
they should take to improve the condi- 
tions. 


The Baxters said they thought the 


m a n a g e m e n t should provide com- 
pensation like that offered at Mallard 
West, a complex under construction on 
Roscllc Road north of Schaumburg Road. 
Because of problems similar to those at 
Schaumburg Green, the Mallard West 
management told residents their rent 
will bo adjusted and rebated back to the 
date they moved in. 


SOME RESIDENTS arc content with 


their living arrangements at Schaum- 
burg Green, One resident said she has 
not found one complaint since she moved 
In July 1. 


"If things don't go right, I'll get nas- 


ty," she said, "but no matter what I've 
needed, It's been done." 


Tho woman, who has recently been In 


the hospital with a blood clot, said her 
neighbors and the construction crew have 
been plcascnt and helpful. "I've never 
seen such delightful people," she said. 


According to Mrs. Fuller, the construc- 


tion work will be completed by Oct. l. Of 
the complex's 367 apartments, 101 have 
been occupied. 


Balcony railings missing In occupied 


units have been installed this week. In- 
stallation was late because of a shipping 
delay. 


"We arc a business," Mrs. Fuller said. 


"We work in a businesslike way." She 
said when residents don't pay their rent 
properly, they receive eviction notices. 
Sho said all the residents except the five 
that have been or will be served notices 
have paid their rent. "We try to provide 
a decent place to live for the amount of 
money they pay," she said.

Zoners hear retirement center plans 


The Schaumburg Village Zoning Board 


of Appeals appeared ready to recom- 
mend approval of a special-use permit 
for Friendship Village, a proposed retire- 
ment community on Schaumburg Road, 
although it had not formally voted late 
Wednesday night. 


Tho recommendation to the village 


board was conditional on the success of 
C h r i s t i a n Home Service Inc., Des 
Moines, Iowa, in purchasing an addition- 
al five-acre parcel to be dedicated for 
open space between its property and a 
20-ncre site which may be used for Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical Center 
North. 


Russell Parker, zoning board chair- 


man, told CHS he was concerned about 
approving a nursing home development 


without control over the future use of the 
five acres which were not part of the 
original planned unit development pro- 
posal. 


"The parcel could not be rezoned resi- 


dentially and be expected to maintain 
that zoning in a court battle," he said, 
"if the hospital is not built there and the 
village sells the site for commercial de- 
velopment." 


Rush-Presbyterian is considering pur- 


chasing a different site at Schaumburg 
and Barrington roads. Village officials 
have Indicated the old site could be used 
for a post office or something else. 


IN ADDITION, CHS still holds a sec- 


ond option on another five-acre parcel 
adjoining its development. If Rush-Pres- 
byterian chooses to stay at the current 


site it also may decide to exercise its 
first option on its five acres. CHS is 
committed to buy this piece of land in 
the event the hospital does not. 


CHS also committed itself to donate 


$100 per unit for construction of the vil- 
,lage cultural center, $5,000 each to the 
fire and police departments and $250 per 
unit, at current dollar value, for land- 
scaping its site. It also agreed to provide 
emergency access through its property 
from Library Lane to the hospital if the 


hospital is constructed there. 


Construction of the nursing home must 


start within 18 months of the date the 
village board approves the project. The 
first phase must be completed within 
four years and the entire project must be 
finished within five years. 


The nursing home will include -ns units 


and a 90-bed infirmary unless CHS uses 
the second option provision.

Binder said parking on 
one side of the street and one-way direc- 
tion for Parkview Lane might be consid- 
ered in the study. 


Residents on the Parkview Lane side 


have complained in the past about traffic 


problems caused by game parking. Park 
commissioners also have noted if park- 
Ing is needed for more cars, other streets 
could be used or car pooling should be 
tried. 


Allowing football parking is a tempora- 


ry situation at Cottonwood Park, com- 
missioners have explained. They are 
waiting for development to be completed 
at Sycamore and High Point parks and 
considering a rotating use system among 
the parks. 


An inspector with the Federal Aviation 


Administration said the jagged piece of 
metal which fell within 15 yards of two 
persons in Arlington Heights Tuesday 
has been identified as an airplane "wing 
flap cover."

Cottony maple scale infecting trees throughout area 


Cottony maple scale looks like popcorn hanging on the tree.

Cottony maple scale, an insect that 


feeds on leaf tissue, has infected trees 
throughout the Northwest suburbs in one 
of the worst attacks by the insect in 
years. 


The insect, which usually feeds on "sil- 


ver and red maples, has been seen on all 
types of trees In the area, public works 
crews said. Roscoe Randall, entomologist 
for the University of Illinois, said this 
year's cottony maple scale is the worst 
he has seen in nine years. 


While the scale rarely kills trees, it 


does kill branches, libs and twigs, said 
Jim Fizzell, horticulturist for the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. Besides maples, honey locusts 
are also susceptible, he said. 


"It's been building up for three or four 


years now and it's pretty bad," he said. 
"I can't ever recall it being this bad." 


MOST REPORTS OF the scale have 


come from the Chicago area, Randall 
said. While most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs report widespread cases of the in- 
sect, Hoffman Estates officials said it 
has not been too bad there. 


"It could be that there are natural pre- 


dators of the scale out in the area be- 
cause it is still relatively open," said Fiz- 
zell. "There arc still a lot of fields out 
there." He said the scale can be con- 
trolled naturally by bacteria and certain 
insects, including wasps. 


Late June and July arc the peak sea- 


son for the scale, he said. The disease is 
easily recognized by popcorn-like co- 
coons hanging on tree branches. 


DAMAGE DONE by the scale comes 


when the insect crawls to the leaves and 
feeds on nutrients essential to the life of 
the tree. The Insect also secretes a sub- 
stance called honeydew which drips onto 
branches and foilage of infected trees as 
well as onto sidewalks and cars below. A 
sooty mold that sometimes grows in the 
honeydew causes branches and foliage to 
appear black. In the fall, after the scales 
mate, the female crawls back into its co- 
coon for the winter. 


Flzzel said the scale itself docs not 


move from tree to tree, but is often car- 
ried on the feet of birds.

Parks kill 
golf course 
fence pact 


The Mount Prospect Park District has 


thrown out a contract to build a con- 
troversial fence along the east side of the 
Mount Prospect Country club. 


Instead, the park board of commis- 


sioners has decided to readvertise for 
bids on two types of fences: 


• Chain-link with green vinyl posts 


and top rails. 


• Three-rail split red cedar wood. 
The park board originally planned to 


install a chain-link fence along We-Go 
Trail from Lincoln Street to Shabonce 
Trail, and awarded a $3,260 contract to 
Midwest Fence Corp., Chicago, in May. 


The board encountered opposition, 


however, from residents of the area who 
'objected to the fence as incompatible 
with the neighborhood and gathered 
some 700 signatures on petitions opposed 
toil. 


The residents agreed that a fence is 


needed to keep vandals from driving 
cars onto the golf course, but suggested 
that it be made of wood. 


THE PARK BOARD May 8 reaf- 


firmed its decision to install a chain-link 
fence, by a 3-to-2 margin, but because 
the original bid sheet did not specify 
green vinyl coating for the fence, the 
board instructed Director Thomas W. 
Cooper to inquire how much extra the 
coating would cost. 


Cooper was authorized to okay the con- 


tract change if it amounted to less than 
$500. The difference in cost, however, 
came out to $1,724, so the board Monday 
night decided to throw out the contract 
and readvertise. "It's a whole new ball 
game," Cooper said Wednesday. 


The board did not commit itself to a 


chain-link or wood fence in the rebidding, 
but will make a decision at the Aug. 12 
park board meeting. Bids will be opened 
Aug. 1.

Cottony maple scale, an Insect that 


feeds on leaf tissue, has Infected trees 
throughout the Northwest suburbs in one 
of the worst attacks by the insect in 
years. 


The insect, which usually feeds on sil- 


ver and red maples, has been seen on all 
types of trees in the area, public works 
crews said. Roscoe Randall, entomologist 
for the University of Illinois, said this 
year's cottony maple scale is the worst 
he has seen in nine years. 


While the scale rarely kills trees, it 


does kill branches, libs and twigs, said 
Jim Fizzell, horticulturist for'the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. Besides maples, honey locusts 
are also susceptible, he said. 


"It's been building up for three or four 


years now and it's pretty bad," he said. 
"I can't ever recall it being this bad." 


MOST REPORTS OF the scale have 


come from the Chicago area, Randall 
said. While most of the Northwest sub- 
urbs report widespread cases of the in- 
sect, Hoffman Estates officials said it 
has not been too bad there. 


"It could be that there are natural pre- 


dators of the scale out in the area be- 
cause it is still relatively open," said Fiz- 
zell. "There are still a lot of fields out 
there." He said the scale can be con- 
trolled naturally by bacteria and certain 
insects, including wasps. 


Late June and July are the peak sea- 


son for the scale, he said. The disease is 
easily recognized by popcorn-like co- 
coons hanging on tree branches. 


DAMAGE DONE by the scale comes 


when the insect crawls to the leaves and 
feeds on nutrients essential to the life of 
the tree. The Insect also secretes a sub- 
stance called honeydew which drips onto 
branches and foliage of infected trees as 
well as onto sidewalks and cars below. A 
sooty mold that sometimes grows in the 
honeydew causes branches and foliage to 
appear black. In the fall, after the scales 
mate, the female crawls back into its co- 
coon for the winter. 


Fizzel said the scale itself does not 


move from tree to tree, but is often car- 
ried on the feet of birds. 


Both Fizzell and Bob Towler, superin- 


tendent of the Des Plalnes Park District 
and a forester, advise residents not to

Manor area 
seeks more 
police patrols 


Residents of Arlington Manor, an unin- 


corporated area southeast of the inter- 
section of Arlington Heights and Central 
roads, are crying for more police protec- 
tion 


Drug traffic In Carefree Park, south of 


the subdivision, and speeding cars off of 
Central and Arlington Heights roads are 
disturbing the area and endangering an 
estimated 200 children aged 3 to 11, they 
say. 


But there is more to getting additional 


police patrols than just asking for them, 
Arlington Manor residents are finding. 


Carefree Park, while belonging to the 


Arlington Heights Park District, is out- 
side the Village of Arlington Heights, and 
thereby beyond the jurisdiction of the vil- 
lage police department. 


SIMILARLY, THE enforcement of 


speed limits and other traffic laws in Ar- 
lington Manor also docs not fall within 
the sights of the Arlington Heights police. 


Supervision of Carefree Park is left to 


park district security officers. 


Other police protection is the responsi- 


bility of the Cook County Sheriff's Police. 


"The county has one squad car as- 


signed to patrol the entire (Elk Grove) 
township in case you're wondering why 
the police don't have much visibility in 
tlw area," says Bernard Lee, an attorney 
advising the Arlington Manor home- 
owners. 


To get more police protection and help 


with the problems in Carefree 
Park, 


some residents are weighing the costs 
and advantages of annexing to the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


"Once you're In (the village) you're 


full-fledged citizens and entitled to the 
same protection as anyone else," Trustee 
Alice Harms told about 75 homeowners 
ut a meeting Tuesday night. 


One woman resident asked whether the 


circular driveway at Carefree Park 
could be closed at night to keep trouble- 
some youths out of the park. 


SHE WAS REFERRED to the Arling- 


ton Heights Park District which, Trustee 
Dave Griffin explained, operates as a 
governmental unit wholly separate from 
the village. 


"Arlington Heights police patrol parks 


that arc in Arlington Heights and we've 
put counselors In some parks that have 
had major problems. But right now you 
have to rely on the county," Griffin said. 


Arlington Heights Park Board mem- 


bers have said they want to bring Care- 
free Park into the village, hut they have 
been prevented from doing so because 
the park docs not adjoin property al- 
ready in the village as required by law. 


If Arlington Manor annexes to the vil- 


lage it would extend Arlington Heights' 
boundary south to Carefree Park which 
then also could be annexed.

MILBRANTZ. WHO teachers shot at
